PATRICK EGAN. 

New York, March 16.—A reporter saw Patrick 
Egan, the Treasurer of the Land ue, who 
arjvedfrom Ireland Tuesday, and ed bim 
what be thought of the attempt to blow up the 
Government offices in London. 

“There is no people under the sun," said 
Egan, “so subject to panic as the English peo- 
ple. Here a common explosion of gaspipe or 
something similar occurs in a set of offices, as it 
might anywhere, but just because they are Gov- 
ernment offices the cry4s raised, * Ob, it is dyna- 
mite.” Later they turn it into frish dynamite. 
It is Ireland, of course. I daresay if Sheridan 
had been there they would have put him down 
as connected witb it.”’ 

*Do you suppose the Land League paid for 
this new outrage?’ asked the reporter. 

“Why a0 you attach any political significacce 
toitatall? If it were the House.of Parliament 
one might understand it, but these are merely 
Government offices, whieh are at least 300 yards 
away, with a biock of buildings between. Now, 
what politics can tbere be in office expivusion?’’ 

“Then you do not connect it with disturbances 
of any kind?’

SHERIDAN. 

Patrick J. Sheridan, whose extradition En- 
giand has requested, said: ** The work is that of 
[rishmen, and is but the advance picket. Much 
more will follow. Engiand will shortly see she 
must either free Ireland or suffer the conse- 
quenoces.”’ 

THE GREAT CROWEFE. 

Peorta, Ill., March 16.—lo an interview with 
Pat Crowe, of this city, today, he professed great 
exultation at the attempt to blow up the Gov- 
erniment buildings In London, but did not tavor 
the means employed. He preferred the silent 
but destructive fame of the torch to the deto- 
nation of dynamite. His idea is to place 200 or 
300 men ip the jarre cities of Engiand witha 
few barrels of petroleum to await a windy 
night, and ata precapcerted signal to make 100 
confiagrations in as many cities, and spread 
terror and destruction throngh the land, and 
thus make the British lion howl tor peace and 
accede to any terms. He disciaims connetion 
with thé London explosion, but rejoices in its 
effect. He knew nothing about it till this morn- 
ing, but thought Rossa might bave been aware 
of the plot. He thinks it undoubtedly the work 
of Invincibies. : 


CHICAGO. 
THE FEELING AMONG THE IRISH-AMER- 
ICANS. 

A reporter yesterday questioned a number of 
the leading Irish-Americans of this city in ref- 
erence to the attempt to blow up the Govern- 
ment buildings in London, the responsibility for 
which, according to the dispatches, had been put 
upon the members of some of the revolutionary 
Irish societies. The result of bis inquiries is as 
follows: 4 

JOHN F. FINERTY. 

“My interview in an evening paper was sub- 
stantially correct, but | made no qualification 
whatever. Engiand, and not Ireland, is ‘to 
blame for the whole proceeding, and for ali pro- 
ceedings of the same kind that may occur here- 
after. The lrish people, under the guidance of 
Mr. Parnell and his followers, have given En- 
giand a chance to try ber hang at what is called 
remedial legisiation. Mr. Parnell, before his 
imprisonment, declared in the House of Com- 
mous that Mr. Gladstone’s Land act was inef- 
ficient and insufficient, It left out of considera- 
tion entirely 200,000 peasant tenants, represent- 
ing over 1,000,000 persons, The result bas 
been the revisitation of famine in the 
mountain and coast districts, where exorbitant 
rents are enforced at the point of the bayonet, 
and where many deaths from starvatijon have 
been chronicled. The Irish priests of these dis- 
tricts deciared no later than yesterday that the 
Boglish Government bas refused al) relier, and 
has left to the people the miserable alternative 
of pauper emigration or poor-bouse starvation. 

“Mr. Gladstone’s speech deciaring that con- 
cession had reached its limits, following fast on 
the savage and o cgperee > fi speeches of the 
Marquis of Hartington and Mr. Forster, ieft Ire- 
land without constitutional hope. fhe utter 
abrogation of trial by an impartial jury, and 
the appointment of partisan Judges to form 
speciai commissiqne for prejudging and bang- 
ing all Irishmen a@cused of offenses against the 
English Government, have made the vofurtu- 
nate geome oS erate. Although war has not 
been formally dGeciared, a state of war exists 
between the two nations. : 

“The lrish are contessedly unable to cope 
with Eogiand in the+tield, but they would be 
destitute of all the qualities of nabhood if they 
submitted to extermination without stern re- 

risal. It is ridiculous and illogica) to ask the 

rish people to be less human than the Russians, 
or the Italians when the latter wroaned under 
the voke of Austria. History, after more than 
2,000 years, has not ew tired of sounding the 
ises of that Scipio who invaded Africa that 
ome might be freed from Carthage. Should 
the Irish crusade against Engiand—attacking 
Loudon to lift the load of oppression from the 
breast of Ireland — succeed, history 
will do equal justice to the men 
who achiev that desired consummation. 
I do not advise my original fellow-countrymen 
to peaee themselves in auy position of danger 
which circumstances debars me from shearing. | 
dictate to them no policy whatever, on that ac- 
count simply. I have to say, boweyer, that 
whatever policy they may adopt, be it peaceful 
or bloody, to sunder the fatal connection with 
Engiand, which is a curse to both countfies and 


‘to humanity in general, willhavemy unqualified 


approval. I bave always held t the term 
‘murder’ is often loosely apyiiied, To sboot a 
man from behind a bedge is blunt and honest 
assasination; it is too often the only 
remedy left the outlawed Irish peasants 
to avenge their leveled homes and ruined fami- 
lies. The com of the life of a political 
or agrarian P ner by means of a packed Jury.

artistic assasination a by the fictitious re-

A Tight Money Market Oreating 
Serious Apprehensions in 
Business Circles.

MONETARY STRINGENCY, 
PRODUCED BY THE MOVEMENT OF CURRENCY 
TO THE WEST. 

New York, March 16.—(Special.}—There is no 
little uneasiness among business-men in New 
York in regard to the tightness of the money 
market. George I. Seney, of the Metropolitan 
Bank, remarked today: 

“ The stringencv has come earlier this year 
than usual. Money is gomg west and west, 
and is going into the Tréasury much faster than 
it is coming out. The Secretary could give 
relief if he would. As the banks are below 
their reserves they are in no positian to take 
commercial paper. If the present stringency 
continues, some of our business houses will 
have considerable difficultyin getting along.” 

The EKvening Post,in referring to the same 
subject editorially tonight, says: “™ The strin- 
gency is due to three principal causes: first, the 
drain of currency to the West, which always 
sets in about this time of the year, but has come 
rather earlier and ig rather more pronounced 
now than usual; second, the accumulation of 
money in the Treasury to meet the call for $15,- 
000,000 bonds which mature on the Ist of May; 
third, artificial stringency, which is always 
brought about more or less by the 
‘bears’ in the stock market when. circum- 
stances favor the locking up of money. 
Manipulatiou of the money market must always 
be looked for at such times. The difficulty of 
negotiating mercantile paper just vow is more 
deep-rooted than is ordinary periods of money 
stringency. The failuresof old and highiy es- 
teemed houses like Ives, Beecher & Co., Friend 
Humphrey's Sons, and others whose names have 
been gazetted recently have made the banks 
more cautious than usual. ‘Why,’ they ask 
themselves, ‘should we lend to merchants 
of» whose solvency we can nhevér be ab- 
solutely sure, when we can get the same 
rate of interest on collaterais which we 
can turn into money on five minutes’ notice?’ 
This question, which is always thore or less 

resent in the minds of money-lenders, whether 

ankers or Others, finds additional point and 
force when confidence in mercantile solvency 
has received some severe shocks. It will re- 
guire some little time to clear the atmosphere 
of the haze which recent mercantile failures 
have occasioned. These failures do not be- 
token a general condition of undsoundness, but 
they have for the moment the same effect upon 
the loan market that a general condition of up- 
soundness would have. Since the main cause of 
the tightness is a sudden and great activity in 
Western trade, the trouble cannot be long-con- 
tinued or disastrous. On the contrary, it must 
soon prove beneficiai to legitimate trade in all 
branches and ali sections.” 

THE COMMERCIAL AGENCIES. 

The reports by telegraph to Bradatrect’s this 
week from tbe trade centres of the country 
show improvement in tocalities, but ft cannot 
be said that the epring trade is generally safis- 
factory to those who expected an active and 
profitable movement. Tradein wool has been 
quieter in all markets, but owing to the mod- 
erate stocks holders retain confidence in values. 
There were 233 failures in the United States_re- 
ported during the last week, twenty-five more 
than the prgceding week, ninety-ibree more 
than the corresponding week in 1882, and eigbty- 
three more than the same week of 1581.

WHY SMITH, ONE OF THE PRINCIPALS, WAS 
NOT ON HAND, 

New York, March 16.—([Special.]|—Charies W. 
Smith, one of the principais in the proposed 
duel on Berrian’s Island, was quietly eating his 
lunch; with a friend in a down-town restaurant 
atlJ:30 o'clock on Thursday afternoon, when 
his antagonist, Robert Mahon, 4 Columbia Col- 
lege law-student, and the four seconds were ar- 
rested. Mr. Smith explains that he would have 
been with the dueling party when the arrests 
were made, but he understood that the time ap- 
pointed for the meeting was 2 o’cloék, instead of 
1:30 o'clock, He reached the rendezvous 
soon after 2 o'clock, and not see- 
ing his friends, described them to 
the gatemen and asked whether they had been 
there. The gatemen coolly informed him that 
the young men had been arrested, but could pot 
say where they had been taken.

About 7 o'clock he called upon 
his friend, Mr. William K, Olcott, and ascer- 
tained the particulars of the arrest. Mr. Olcott 
told him that arrangements had been made for 
his (Smith’s) appearance in the Yorkville Police 
Court this morning to answer the same com- 
plaint that bad been preferred against Robert 
Mabou, Matteo Fafardo, John F. Beillieni, Dr. 
Charles E. Cross, and William K. Olcott. This 
complaint was to the effect that the young men 
had violated the penal code, which makes it un - 
lawful for .any pérson to challenge, or in kny 
way aid, countenance, or abet a duel. This 
morning he went to the Yorkville Police Court, 
accompanied by his sister and two or three 
friends.

The Famous Hotel at Narragansett Pier 
Burned to the Ground. 

PROVIDENCE, R.°1L, March 16.—[Special.]— 
hkocky Point, the famous shore-resort on Nar- 
ragansett Bav,,about fifteen miles below Provi- 
dence, wasswept by fire today. Rocky Point 
has been for twenty years to New England what 
Coney Island igs to New York, and its fame ex- 
tends beyond the confines of those six States, 
for it was really the summer shore piace of this 
section, where all celebrated guests of the city 
and State were féted and treat@d to that in- 
digenous product of Rhode isiand—a “ciam 
dinner.”” it has been no uncommon thing 
for 20,000 people to visit Kocky Point in a sin- 
gle day.

‘ANOTHER KILLING. 


A Head Walter Shot by a Bartender in 
a West Side Besort—The Killing Ap* 
parently Justifiable, as Killings Go. 
A shooting affray of a serious character, grow- 

ing out a previous dispute, occurred last night 

in the **Horseshoe” saloon, kept by J. W. 

Demerst, at No. 50 south Halsted sfreet, between 

the bartender, Albert Worms, and a waiter 

named Robert Willett, the latter peing davger- 
ously if not fatally wounded, Some two months 
ago Willett was playing a game of pool in the 


saloon and became involved in a row with the 


man with whom he wasplaying. He struck bim 
in the face with his fist and then broke a billiard 
over his head. Worms interfered to quiet the 
men and Willet turned upon him, using foul 
language and threatening to throw the pool 
balis and a silver cracker-bowl athim. He went 


away threatening to get square some day, and 
spoke to several people, itis said, about bis in- 
tention to “do up” the bartender. Last even- 
ing between half-past 7 and 8 o'clock Willett 
again entered the ** Horseshoe,” where Worms 
was behind the counter, aud got into a fight with 
a waiter named Jackson. Worms went around 
from bebiad the bar and tried to separate them, 
when, according to Worms’ story, Willett struck 
at him and he knucked him down. Willett 
was struggimeg to his tf 
Worms thoored bim a seCO 
Then, Worms says—and bis statement is cor- 
roborated by Chris. Yunk, John Cassieman, and 
a number of others—Wiliet drew what appeared 
to bearevolver from bis hi et, where-

sight of which Willett turned and Aeft the 
saloon. 

WORMS GOES AWAY. 


Worms was relieyed at 8 o'clock by the 
proprietor, as usual, and upon being relieved 
went to his home, No. 179 West Monroe street, 
where he is living with his mother. He re- 
mained there until 10 o'clock and then went 
back to the saloon.

seeing n0 one there, went 
As he entered the door he beard Willett’s voice 
and saw that he was standing bebind a screen 
with two companions. Passing in without ap- 
pearing to notice them he went back to the 
stove and stood there for a few minutes unti 
Willett discovered his presence. “You ——”" 
suid Willett, rushing at him, “I can lick you, 
and I’m going to do it right now.” Worms re- 
treated behind a pool-table, and as he did 80 
Willett, itis said, put his hand back to his hip 
as if todrawa weapoo. As he did this Worms

THE DOCTOR’S OPINION? 

Dr. W. He Bradley was cailed from his office, at 
the corner of Madison and Halsted streets, to 
attend the man and found that the shot bad en- 
tered under the ieft coilar bone. The man was 
in an unconscious condition, and to the best of 
the Doctor’s belief the ball had ranged down- 
ward and lodged near the heart. In bis estima- 
tion the wound would prove fatal within a 
very: short time. The Desplaines street 
patrol-wagon was calied and the wounded man 
was taken to the County Hospital, where the 
ductors could not state as to the result. At mid- 


night Willett was resting easily, but it was not’ 


known whether the lung had been punctured or 
not. At the best, be was in a bad state. 
WORMS ARRESTED. 

Upon learning of the shooting, Capt. Bonfleld 
ascertained Worms’ address from the p rietor 
of the place, and Detectives Halloran, 
Bonfield, Amsetein, and Costello were 
sent after him. He was found at 
home changing his clothes, and a 32-calibre 
Smith & Wesson improved revolver was found 
in his possession. He admitted the shooting and 
was locked up. He is about 20 years of age, and 
came from Montrealto this city about a year 
ago. He had been work for Demerst since 
May last, and seems to have been a pretty 
decent sort of fellow.

Just why they should lie about it 
was not apparent to the reporter, who had 
learned that they bad had Worms in their em- 
ploy for nearly a year. Perhaps they thought 
that if they didn’t give it away the case wouldn't 
get into the papers. 7 

Shortly after the shooting Officer King picked 
up a daeger ina sheath which be found lying 
about six feet from where Willett fell.

Killed the Crazy. Man—Eating.

DgNVER, Colo., March 16.—(Special.}|—Sherif © 
Smith, of Hinsdale County, arrived from Fort 
Fetterman tonight with Al Packer, the murder- 
er and caonibal, who killed five men nea) 
tne site of Lake City nine years ago 
After the slaughter the slayer lived for a num. 
ber of days off the body ot one of bis yictims 
Packer belong to a party of five prospectors 
who were overtaken in the winter 
famine. According to the statements mad 
by him when captured at Sagachea a fey 
weeks after the occurrence, the party were 
upon the point of starvation, and agreed among 
themseivesto kill each other by lot, at such 
times as the bodies of the victims were required 
for food. Ttiis story bas been discredited from 
first to last by the people of that county, 
because the bodies of the four men were found 
lying together, three with bullet-holes through 

skull, and one with the head chopped off. A 
reporter for the Denver Tribune, through Gen, 
Charlies Adams, who was at the time of the 
slaughter Indian Commissioner in Colorado, ob- 
tained the foliowing statement from Packer at 
the county jail tonight: 

STATE OF COLOKADO, COUNTY OF ARAPAHOE, 
—I, Alfred Packer, desire to make a true and 
voluntary statement in regard to the oceurericesg 
in Southern Colorado during the winter of 1873, 
I wish to make it tu Mr. Adams, because I have 
made one before about the same matter. When 
we left Ouray camp, we bad about seven days’ 
tood for one man, We traveled twoor three 
days, andit began to storm. 
mountain, crossed by a guich, and 
came on to anaother. We found the 
snow so deep that we bad to follow. the mount- 
ain on the top. On about the fourth day we bad 
only a piot of tlour left. We followed the 
mountains until we came to the main 
range. I don’t remember how many days 
we were traveling then. I think about 
ten days, living on rosebuds and pine gum, and 
some of the men were crying and praying. n 
we came over the main range, We camped 
iwice on a stream which ruos into a big 
Inke [San Christabel], the second night just 
above the lake. The next morning we crossed 
the lake and cut holes into the ice to catch fish. 
There were no fish, so we tried to catch snails. 
The ice was thin, some broke through. We 
crossed the iake and. went 
grove of timber. All of 
were crying, and one of them was crazy. Swaa 
asked me to go and see if | could pot see some- 
thing from the mountain. I took a eun and 
went up the hill, found a big rose 
bush with buds sticking through the snow, 
but could see nothing but snow ali 
around. I[ bad been a kind of a guide for them, 
but i did not know the mountains from that 
side. When | came back to camp, after bemg 
gone nearly all day, | found the 
red-headed man who had been crazy 
in the morning sitting near the fire 
roasting a piece of meat whieh be had cut 
out of the leg of the German butcher, Mills. 
The latter’s Dody was lying farthest from the 
fire down the stream. His skull was crushed 
in with. a hatehet. The other “three 
men were. lying near the fire. " They 
were cut in the forehead with the hatchet.fsome 
bad two and some three cuts. | came within a 
rod of the fire.

The snow was 
too deep and l!-came back, set up 
two sticks and covered them with pine boughs, 
and-made a sbelter about three feet high.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—[Special.}— 


Lieut. Greene, of the Engineer Corps, was re- 
cently instructed by the District Commissioners 
to visit New York and Boston and inspect the 
experiments in underground telegraphy there, 
with a view of the introduction of the system 
in Washington. Lieut. Greene has just submit- 
ted his report. Major Lydecker, the Engineer 
Commissioner, says of it: 


“ The valuabie information supplied by Capt. 


Greene in this report is the result of investiga- 
tions made during the inspection trip to which 
he was recently ordered, and for which 
be bad previously prepared himself by 
careful study of existing publications. 
The report furnishes important data for 
the guidance of the Commissioners in their fut- 
ure action concerning the disposition to be made 
of metallic wires, and affords them ample war- 
rant for sounding the death-kneli of the over- 
head system in this city. It is conclusively 
shown that the underground system is perfectly 
‘feasible for all telegraph and electric-light 
wires and for the trunks of the telephone lines” 
without imposing on the companies any burden 
that the public interests may not reasonably de- 
mand. These conclusions are not based on the- 
ory and experiment only, but result from intel- 
ligent observation of systems in actual and suc- 


cessful operation. I concur in the opinions and 
urge the adoption of the steps recommended 
herein.

DETAILS. 
The following are the esssential parts of Lieut. 


Greene's report: 


In Boston the telegraph and electric-light 


poles are still carried over head. In the thickly- 
settied business part of the city, within half « 
mile of the city ball, there are no poles, because 
the sidewalks are narrow and underiaid with a 
continuous line of vaults, which make the pole 
system practically impracticable. The 
wires are therefore carried on fixtures 
secured to the roofs of houses. The 
telepbone wires had also been carried in the 
same manner until recently, but in consequence 
of the accumulation of these wires near the cen- 
tral office, and the risk of their total destruction 
during a storm, the telephone company has 
lately undertaken an experiment with the un- 
derground system, intending to apply it to all 
their trunk linés in the principal part of thecity 
if it proves sucvessful. The centfai offive of the 
telephone company is at Franklin and Pearl 
streets. From this point, one line of over- 
bead fixtures, carrying neariy 800 wires— 
500 single wires and 28 £=conductors— 
in cables, runs to State and Congress streets. 
Another line of fixtures, carrying about 500 
wires, partly single wires and partly in cables, 
runs to Franklin and Washington streets. From 
the Jatter points both systems diverge to vari- 
ous sections of the city. The object of the ex- 
periment is to put these two muaio trunk-lines 
underground. For this purpose the company

e numerous patented systems. 
THE BOSTON PLAN. 
The plan, in brief, was tolay three-inch boiler 


tubes in cement about tour feet underground, 
and to draw into the tubes the ordinary cabies 
of tifty conductors eachin useon their over- 
bead lines. A manhole was built at each jnater- 
secting street, and covered with a double cover 
in order to insure the complete exciusion of 
moisture, which is absolutely esseqtial to the 
success of any underground system. ‘The Peari 
street conduit consists of cight tubes and the 
Franklin street of six tubes to Devonshire 
street and four to Washington street. 
Each tube can carry three tive-con- 
ductor cables.

‘ MAKING CONNECTIONS. 
The connection at-various points between the 


underground and overhead wires is made as 
follows: At the centrai office insulated wires 
ruo from the switcb-board to a connection-box, 
where they are jointed to the projecting ends of 
the conductors of each cable. The cabics are 
then curried down tbe walls of the buliding to 
the celiar, and thence under the street to the 
manhole, where they enter the tubes of the 
conduit. At the other end the cables are brought 
up from the manhole along the.outside of the 
wall of a large building to its roof, where 
there is a simiiar connection-box containing 
the joints of the ends of cable-conducturs 
and the singie wires of the uverhead system. 
Its feasibility is notin doubt, as cables of this 
description have been in use for séme time on 
the overbead fixtures, and they were very fully 
tried inan experimental line laid along the 
track of the New York & New Engiand Kailway 
a year ago. The experiment in Boston is there- 
fore merely for the relief of a trunk line which 
had become sv overloaded as to bein danger of 
destruction overhead. It offers no solucion of 
the probiem of an underground system for house 
connections similar toa system of gas and water 
mains and service. The removal of the trunk 
Moes, however, is of immense service, and no 
doubt is entertained of che success of this. 


DIFFICULTIES, 
The principal eiectrica! difficulties are those 


arising from induction and retardation. The 
former is completely overcome in the cabies 
reterred to. One of them eraploys a metallic 
circuit, the two wires being insuiated and 
wrap around each other in a gradual spiral 
Another cable uses the ground circuit, the single 
wire being insulated with iudia-rubbver and then 
covered with a thin coating of tinfoil, forming, 
in fact, a Leyden jar. The induction currents 
are then wholly in the outer ccating, where they 
are harmiess. In overcoming induction, how- 
ever, another difficulty is created in retardation. 
Bach time that the current is made and broken 
the electrical condition of the insulator is 
cbanged—in other words, the jar is charged ana 
discharged. This consumes a small but ap- 
— amount of time, and causes the weil- 


nown delay in transmitting cable messages. The 


amount of retardation depends on the jengthb of 
the cable. With the telephone the current is 
made and broken several thousand times in a 
minute, and when the full length of line is such 
that the retardation ts equal to the interval be- 
tween the sounds the latter become contused 
and the telephone is useless. Practical expe- 
rience has shown that with ail the cable experi- 
mented upon in Boston this occurs when the 
cable bas a length of two miles, and this is 
therefore the limit of direct use of the tele- 
phone with such cabies. Whether some 
other device of conductors and insulators 
will be invented which will give less re-

‘One of the most important measures of 
the session was introduced yesterday at 
Springfield by Sénator Duncan, who of his 
own proper motion handed in a bill fixing the 
standard weight of-a barrel-of cranberries at 
ninety-nine pounds, It is to determine 
grave subjects like this that the great State 
of lilinois biennially elects fifty-one Sen- 
ators and 153 Representatives, and until the 
overshadowing cranberry question is _re- 
moved from the domain of politics the 
wheels of legislation must stop. A few 
people in Illinois would like to see the 
license question dealt with in a statesman- 
like spirit, and a few more would be pleased 
if the matter of criminal-law reform should 
be attended to, but until the legal weight of 
a barrel of cranberries is determined by 204 
legislators and one Governor these minor 
questions must wait. ‘ 


THE STORY OF THE LAND-GRANTS. 

The United States wert on a land-grant 
debauch in 1862 which lasted ten years. It 
is now waking up to the inevitable hea@ache 
of repentance and—reform. Henry George 
and other Communistic spirits are preaching 


the nationalization of the land as the cure | 


for English land monopoly, while this coun- 
try but just begins to realize what it has 
done in the denationalization of its domain. 
The reeital we give in another column of the 
way in which the public lands have been 
squandered on corporations, the court 
favorits of the day, will give many of the co- 
proprietors of the estate their first real sense 
of the depredations that have been going on 
in theircommons. ‘Too much of the wrong 
done is irretrievable, under a system of juris- 
prudence that transmutes a sufficiently large 
theft into property with the magical logic 
of “vested rights.” But a great deal that 
has been lost may still be recaptured. The 
practical American citizen, after reading the 
story of the land-grants and indulging for 
full a minute in the luxury of indignation, 
will want to know what there is to be done 
about it? Several things. 

1. Grants of about 50,000,000 acres may 
still be revoked by Congress. Prominent 
among these is that of the Texas Pacific, ag- 
gregating over 14,000,000 acres, worth $285,- 
000,000. This road has never been built. 
The corporation to which the grant was 
made has obligated itself to another corpora- 
tion not to build, so as to give this second 
corporation a monopoly. Large tracts may 
be recovered from the Southern Pacific and 
the Atlantic & Pacific Roads, which have 
fallen into the hands of syndicates swollen 


| with wealth obtained by the violation of all 


their duties as trustees of the Goverment’s 
bounty and common carriers of the people. 
Immense tracts of valuable timber and plan- 
tation lands in the South are closed to the 
public because held to await the pleasure of 
corporations to whom they were granted 
twenty-seven years ago, but whieh have 
never fulfilled the conditions of the grants. 
The reserve power of public opinion can 


force Congress to take up these millions of | 


acres, if the public thinks it worth while to 
call out its reserves. Assuredly, if the pub- 
lic does not look after. Congress, Congress 
will not look after the public. 


2. The public lands which lie by the side of | 
the railroad lands, and are now shut to the | 


people because the failroads postpone the 
surveys, can be opened to settlement. As 
we have explained, the laws of Congress 
make the roads pay the cost of surveys. 
Hence the roads call for them only as needed 
to sell their lands, and the bulk of their 
grants are today unsurvyeyed. As the pubffc 
land cannot be marked off until the railroad 
lands are defined, the practical consequence 
is, that, besides the}100,000,000 of forfeitable 
land grants, about 100,000,000 of adjoining 
lands are effectually, though not ostensibly, 
withdrawn from public use. ‘The remarks 
of Secretary Teller and Land-Commissioner 
McFarland on this subject to our Washing- 
ton correspondent were Dy no means candid. 

It is intolerable that the public lands 
should be thus locked up for the accommo- 
dation of corporations, almost all of which 
are in default to the Government. The pub- 
lic now have information of the abuse. Only 
they can make Congress remove it. 

3. Millions of acres have been stolen out- 
right. They can be recovered. When At- 
torney-General Brewster has convicted the 
star-route thieves he can take hold of the 
land-grant thieves; Senator Van Wyck 
should remind him of this. 

4. The railroads should be made to pay 
taxes on their lands. By a juggle of not tak- 
ing out formal tfles they obtain by the help 
ofthe Supreme Court all the advantages of 
the actual ownership of 100,000,000 acres 
without paying a cent of taxes. The English 
aristocracy, bad as they are, pay taxes, 
though. on the valuations of 1692. But our 
landed aristocracy pay none at all. The 
constituents of the various members of 
Congress have until next Deceniber to give 
their directions on this point to “ the servants 
If the people have lost their 
lands they have fortunately not lost the 
power of taxing them. The wise and prompt 
exercise of this power may be made to fore- 
stall many of the evils with which the coun- 
try is threatened by cérporate primogeni- 


ture.

THE FENIAN DYNAMITE. 

It does not yet appear to be'clearly settled 
whether the explosion in the Government of- 
fices in London was the result of accident or 
the work of Fenian dynamite, hut the majority 
of tesimony is favorable to the latter theory. 
There is at least nothing improbable that can 
be urged against it, for every step in Irish 


legislation which has been unfavorable to 


the land-reformers or the Home-Rulers has 
been followed up by some“act of violence on 
the part of the secret societies in London or 


Dublin known as Fenians, Secessionists, or 


Invincibles. In this instauce the rejection of 
Mr. Parnell’s amendments to the Land bill 
and the severe speech made by Mr. Glad- 
stone, in which he plainly stated that it 
would be in violation of the duty of the Goy- 
erhment to demand further sacrifices from 
landlords, may be assumed as the determin- 
ing cause of this fresh outrage, lt may also 
have been aggravated by the unnecessarily 
harsh and merciless repiy of Mr, Trevelyan 
to the appeals for help from the famine dis- 
tricts, which have had no hand in outrages 


| of any kind, that the only remedy was the 
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venge, will have the tendency to further Im- | 


pede the advancement of any reforms, and, 
worse than this, crushes all hope of any 
relief from England to the poor wretches 
living in the famine districts of the West of 
Ireland. There is little hope of any kind fer 
Ireland so long as these criminal outrages 
are perpetrated and Irish opposition takes 
the shape of the dagger and dynamite. There 
is no legal justification for the acts of crim- 
inals, and certainly no defense can be made 
for them on the score of practical help, for 
every’ attempt made by them only ends by 
increasing the burdens of the Irish people. 
Mr. Parnell himself may well be discour- 
aged and wish to come to this country and 
get out of the chaos and confusion at home. 
The only man in the English Government 
(Mr. Gladstone) who could be relied upon to 
act as his ally in promoting the prosperity of 
Ireland has at length lost patience and de- 
clared his determination to do nothing more. 

At the same time, while there is no legal 
justification for such acts, no moral justifica- 
tion, and no prospect of any redress by them, 
still it must be remembered that the English 
Government is not without fault in the 
premises. The two people do not under- 
stand each other, and apparently the En- 
glish will not take the pains that might lead 
to an understanding. Its theory is the theory 
of force. Its laws are harsh and they are 
harshly administered. Kindness has never 
been tried. A dullear has been turned to- 
ward Irish distress. When the starving 
wretches appealed for heip they were an- 
swered, “Goto the workhouse or leave the 
country.” It was a brutal response. 
England must some day pay the penal- 
ty for centuries of oppression, but 
the hopeless feature of the problem is, that 
when the Government had taken some steps 
toward partial justice to tenants the hands 
of the few friends of Irelandin the Govern- 
ment were tied ‘by Irishmen themselves. 
Itis now useless to look for any further 
leniency, for the present at least, and if is 
reasonable to anticipate that Lrishmen in 
America will be called upon again to come 
to the rescue of theirown countrymen. Be- 
fore doing so they ought at least to stipulate 
that not one cent of their hard-earned money 
shall go to the help of any Irishman of the 
Donovan-Rossa kind. 
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REMOVING THE TAX-LIMIT. 

It is not easy to understand’ how the Hil- 
dreth proposition to,exempt the City-Hall 
from the 2 per cent limitation on taxes raised 
for municipal purposes should have received 
serious consideration even at the hands of a 
committee of the Legislature, as is reported 
from Springfield. There must have been a 
misapprehension as to the purport and effect 
of the scheme. Indeed, something of this 
kind seems to have dawned upon the pru- 
dent members of the committee, for, after 
having taken a favorable vote on the propo- 
sition, it was decided to hold the bill until 
after the committee shall be able to meet 
again. In that case the committee vote will 
probably be feconsidered and the matter 
will not be brought before the Legislature. 
But if this understanding be broken and the 
bill be actually put upon its passage 
its defeat ought to be assured. The 
country members certainly ought not to 
be willing to increase the taxes af Chicago 
several hundred thousand dollars this year, 
and untold sums in the future, over and 
above the lawful limit, against the wishes of 
the taxpayers, and for the benefit of local 
contractors and jobbers. Moreover, no con- 
stitutional measure can be passed which 
shall not also let down the bars for exceed- 
ing the limit of taxation throughout the 
State for the construction of public build- 
ings. Such a prospect will not commend it- 
self to the people of Illinois outside of Chi- 
eago, and the country members will be con- 
strained to pay some attention to the inter- 
ests of their constituents even if they are.in- 
different to the rights of Chicago taxpayers. 
The constitutional provision which limits the 
debt-making power of municipal authorities 
to 5 per cent on the assessed value of taxable 
property and the statute which restricts tax- 
ation for municipal purposes to 2 per cent 
have been the most valuable features of the 
tax system of this State, and any infringement 
upon these rules will be fraught with se- 
rious danger to the solvency and economy 
of Lilinois cities. .Sofar as Chicago is con- 
cerned, it would be desirable to have the 
City-Hall completed without further delay if 
it could be done lawfully and properly. But 
the authorities have over $100,000 with which 
to continue the work this year, and the Chi- 
cago people have learned the advantege of 
going slowly in public improvements. Be- 
sides, the Common Council has the power to 
provide ample means for the immediate com- 
pletion of the City-Hall without removing the 
limit on general taxation if it were disposed to 
do so. By raising the price of saloon licenses 
to $500 a year, or by fixing the rate for beer- 
saloons at half that figure and for whisky- 
saloons at full rate, Chicago could collect 
revenue enough not only to finish work on 


‘the City-Hall, but furnish many other desir- 


able appurtenances to city life. With this 
ample resource at its command, the Council 
is simply impertinent in asking for increased 
taxation for any purpose.

THE NEW CHICAGO HOLIDAYS. 

The Common Council and the Board of 
Education in designating St. Patrick’s Day 
and Good Friday as holidays have done a 
very unwise and impertinent thing—unwise, 
because it drags religious questions into 
municipal affairs; and impertinent, because 
it has been done in the face of public senti- 
ment. It may be further objected to the ac- 
tion of both bodies that it opens wide the 
door to abuses of the practice and sets a 
precedent that may have uncomfortable re- 
sults. No objection can be urged against 
the observance of Guod Friday by mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic and Episco- 
palian denominations, but why , should 
it be set apart as a holiday with con- 
spicuous publicity and recognized by 
the school population, which is mainly com- 
posed of the children of dissenters from 
those churches? No one will complain if 
the Catholic Irish want to march or do other 
absurd things in commemoration of St. Pat- 
rick on. the 17th of Mareh, or on any 
other day of the year, proviaed they do not 
interfere with the rest of the public, but 
what warrant has the Council to make the 
day a public holiday in the midst of a people 
who care nothing for St. Patrick or his ex- 
traordinary exploits among the Irish bogs? 
There is no person in Chicago who would 
seek to curtail the enjoyment. of any LIrish- 
man in expressing his jubilant emotions on his 
national anniversary, but what relation does 
St. Patrick bear to Chicago that bis day 
should be made a public holiday ? 

The principle involved in the action both of 
the Board of Education and of the Common 
Council is not a safe one, and is utterly for- 
eign to the duties of these bodies. If Good 
Friday is to be made a school holiday, then 
why not Ash Wednesday, Annunciation Day, 
Ascension Day, the Epiphany, Corpus Christi, 
the Feast of All Saints, the Feast of the 
Seven Dolors, and all the other feast and 
fast days? If it be competent for the board 
to legislate Good Friday out of the curricu- 
lum, then why not legislate the observance 
of Lent and abstinence on Fridays?. If 
St. Patrick’s Day is to be made a holiday 
then why not the days of Sts. Peter, Paul, 
Barnabas, Irenzeus, Catharine, Martha, and 
as 
Patrick—and the days of any others of the 
martyrs, virgins, confessors, and penitents 
which are liberally sprinkled through every 
month in the year? HM St. Patrick’s Day, why 
not Orangemen’s Day on the 12th of 
July, in which the people of Chicago are 
just as much interested as they are in St. 
Patrick’s? As a matter of choice, the ma- 
jority of people in Chicago care not a whit 
whether an Irishman wears green or yellow, 
if only he behaves himself. Why should 
Irelana’s patron’s day be entitled to this con- 
spicuous honor, and St, George of England, 
St. Andrew of Scotland, St. Denis of France, 
Confucius of China, Buddha.of India, Gam- 
brinus .of Germany, and Nicholas of the 
children be left withont reccgnition? If 
Americans have. any rights in the premises, 
they have several days which seem as im- 
portant to them as St. J’atrick’s, if the latter’s 
day is to be observed from an historical 
point of view. If, however, it is made a city 
holiday from the religious point of view, 
then it is thoroughly repugnant to the feel- 
ings and wishes of the people of this city. 
Chieago. is not a Roman Catholic city, 
nor an Episcopalian -city, nor a Baptist 
city, nor an Agnostic city. Churches, creeds, 
and dogmas have nothing to do with its 
municipal affairs nor with its schools. If the 


| latter have to observe a feast-day of one de- 


nomination, then thereis no good reason 
why any other denomination should be de- 
prived -of the same privilege if it chooses to 
ask for it, If the freedom of the city is to be 
extended to St. Patrick, then every other 
country has the right to ask and demand the 
same latitude of enjoyment for its peculiar 
patron. Tur Tripune finds no fault with 
holidays. The people of this city, above all 
others, have too few of them, and it will do 
no harm to the scholars now and then to 
have a day off, but it does protest against 
this dangerous precedent of enacting that the 
Mupicipal Government and the sehools shall 
recognize the holidays of any religious de- 
nomination. It is inconsistent, impertinent, 
silly, and dangerous, and it is not in con- 
sonance with the wishes of the people. 
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PRACTICAL CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM.

If 
this policy shall be carried out without ex- 
ception during the two yéars which remain 
of President Arthur’s term his Administra- 
tion will be eredited with the establishment 
of permanent reform in the eivil-service sys- 
tem, and that reputation will give ita high 
place in American history. 

If civikseryiée reform be _achieyed now 
with the codperation of the President there 
is not much danger that it will be abandoned 
by any future Administration, whether Dem- 
ocratic or Republican. It would require 
actual shamelesness in any future President 
to restore the old abuses of the spoils sys- 
tem when they shall be rooted out. If a Ke- 
publican Administration were to attempt it 
the effect would be to insure Democratic suc- 
cess at the ensuing election.. If a Democratic 
President be elected next year a revolution 
in the offices would limit the Democratic ten- 
ure to a single term, probably never to be re- 
newed. Mr. Arthur has the opportunity of 
his life before him, and the appointment of 
Mr. Wyman would indicate that he intends 
to improve it.

RAILROAD WEIGHTS OF PRODUCE. 

The misunderstanding between the Board 
of Trade and the representatives of the rail- 
roads which carry produce east from this 
city has developed into a commercial nul- 
sance. ‘The world outside has no interest in 
the quarrel except the common and inaliena- 
bie right to protection from or redress for 
injury by either or both parties to the fight. 
That protection. the public should now de- 
mand from its representatives, seeing that 
seven weeks of waiting for a peaceful end 
of the difficulty brings no prospect that it 
will ever be settled by the parties thereto. 

There aretwo respects in which the com- 
mercial publicisastfferer. First, by the with- 
holding of statistics of the produce muvove- 
ment: second, and much the worst, by the 
abolition of checks on the statements of 
quantities of produce handled by the rail- 
roads. in regard to the first it was thought 
that some arrangement weuld be niade by 
which the railroads would report daily to 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners. The recent official statement 
that the Commissioners have no right to de- 
mand other than an annual report has 
changed that hope into despondency, and 
made it all the 
worser evil should be abated. There would 
seen to be law enough to cover this phase of 
the situation, if it be enforced. The Illinois 
Constitution of 1870, Art, 13, Sec. 4, given on 
page 80 of the ** Revised Statutes,” reads as 
follows: 

All railroad companies and other common car- 
riers On railroade shall weigh or measure grain 
at puints where it is shipped, and receipt for the 
full amount, and shall be responsible for the de- 


livery of such amounts to © owner Or con- 
signee thereof, at the place of destination. 


Also the warehouse law of this State, ap- 

proved April 13, 1871, makes it the duty of 
Railroad and "Warehouse Commissioners to 
prosecute, or cause to be prosecuted, any and 
all railroad persons or corporations within 
the State who shall be guilty of violating any 
law of the State, whenever it shall come to 
the knowledge of such Commissioners, by 
complaint or otherwise, or if they have rea- 
son to believe, that such law has been or is 
being violated. A subsequent section makes 
it the duty of the Attorney-General ana the 
State’s-Attorney in every circuit or county 
to institute and prosecute such suits and pro- 
ceedings when requested by the Commission- 
ers to do so. “ 
- Here is work for the Commissioners to 
do—something which presents to the new 
board an opportunity. to prove that the 
office is not a sinecure having no good 
reason for e«pntinuing to exist. Un- 
less the situation is flatly mistepresented 
by many parties in the grain-commission bus- 
iness, there is plenty of evidence, easily ob- 
tainable, that the railroad companies practi- 
cally ignore the above quoted section of the 
laws of this State, and that to the great aetri- 
ment of the owners of produce handled and 
transported by the said. railroad companies. 
Numerous cases have been mentioned, with- 
in the iast six weeks, in which the weights 
named by the servants of the railroad com- 
panies are alleged to have been grossly in- 
accurate, andin which redress has neither 
been given nor offered, : 

Thousands of people whose pecuniary in- 
terests are directly at stake in this matter, 
and who have nothing to do with the Board 
of Trade of this city as an organization, will 
wait with impatience for some intimation 
that the Commissioners have decided to ex- 
amine and actin regard to it. They ought 
not to be obliged to wait long, as every day’s 
delay imperils the loss of many thousands 
of dollars to parties who are entirely inno- 
cent of fault, on Which ever side the blame 
may lie as between the Board of Trade and 
the railroada,

INDIANA has cause to be apprehensive 
about its State Treasury, because the Treasurers 
have not kept the law which requires the moneys 
of the Commonwealth to be deposited in the 
Treasury. The lending of State funas or the 
depositing of these tunds in banas is forbidden. 
Tho statute is explicit. A corres dent of the 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette says law 
evaded and loans are made to banks In this way: 
The money is not deposited to the credit of the 
Treasurer, either as an official or an individual. 
The bank makes outa certificate of deposit in 
favor of itself, allowing interest thereon, and 
then indorses the certificate, which is given to 
the Treasurer. The excuses have been made 
that the vaults were unsafe, and that the State 
money Ought to be keptin circulation. Hence 
the Governors.bave not interfered, It will be 
years, probably, before the new State-House is 
finished, and this violation of law may go on, be- 
cause the vaults are not deemed sufficiently safe. 
It ig asserted that a favored few are abie to 
take loans, and that the letter and spirit of the 
law are alike transgressed. A bill introduced in 
the Legislature declared that State funds were 
not to be found where the statute commanded. 
The experience of several States shows that 
even a State Treasurer is fallible, and the De- 
mocracy cannot afford to bave any more defal-

Arrival of the Ex-President in &8t. Louls 
—A Cordiai Receptien. 

St. Lours, Mo., March 16.—Gen. Porfirio Diaz, 
ex-President of Mexico, and party arrived here 
by the Missouri Pacific train between 10 and ili 
o'clock this morning. A Reception Committee 
of membersof the Merchants’ Exchange weut 
out to Kirkwood, twelve miles, where the in- 
coming train was met, and the party was form- 
ally received, An address of welcome waa 
delivered by John A. Dillon in Spanish.

Acting-Mayor Parker, who accompanied the 
committee to Kirkwouk, welcomed Gen. Diaz to 
the city in an informal manner. After arrival

Porfirio Diaz, of Mexico, in the course of a 
lengtby interview with a reporter said: “I ex- 
pect to spend about a month in the United 
States. This is my third visit. I was bere lust 
six years ago. | wapt to give Mrs. Diaz an op- 
portunity of seeing the country. I bave been 
pleasantly .entertained thus far. 1 expect to 
leave 8t. Louis Monday night for Chicago, 
where we will probably epend three days. from 
there we go to Niagara Falis, and thence to New 


York and Washington. It is possible 
that we may visit Boston. We shail 
visit all places that we can 
dur our limited stay. it is necessary for me 


to be back in Mexico the latter part of April, 
while Congress is in session.” 

Referring to the generr! condition of Mexico, 
be said it was néver better. 

* The people are contented and the Govern- 
ment is one that is very popular. It is doing all 
that is poasibie to develop the educational and 
commercial interests of the country. Foreign 
capital is attracted by flatterine inducements 
and subsidies. A great deal of interest bas 


been taken in Mexico by capitalists 
from England and the. United States 
of late, and there will a 


great many enterprises awaiting Government 
nid and approbation. At the convening of 
Congress, April 1. all iegitimate schemes will 
receive cordial support.

LONDON, March 16.—Dr. Frieaerich Engels, the 
intimate friend of Kari Marx, says Marx died at 
London near Regent Park. Dr. Engels was pres- 
ent at his death. 

The cause was bronchitis, abscess of the 
lungs, and internal bieeding. He died without 
pain. 

Out of respect to the wishes of Marx, who al- 
ways avoided demonetration, tho family have 
decided to have a private funeral. About 
eighteen persons wil!) be present, including a 
few friends coming from the Continent. 

The place of interment is not announced. 

Dr. Engels will probably speak at the grave 
There will be no relicious ceremony. 

Marx spent part of the summer at Argentenil, 
and returned to London in October. 

At the time of his death the third edition-of 
his book, * Das Kapitai,”’ first published in 1864, 
was preparing tor the pross. 

The difficulty in getting details of his death 
was caused by tne fact that, though Marx had 
been ill for a long time, Dr. Enwelg was the only 
person allowed to see him. 

The fina! illness was due to cold, bad weather 
in England, acting gu the constitution already 
enfeebied by repeated attacks of pleuriay.

THE INTERNATIONALE. 

By the year 1362, the workingmen all over Eu- 
rope believed themselves the equals, or even 
the superiors, of any other class, L—Ihrough the 
sudden acquisition of the power.to strike, and 
of the knowledge that the politicians were 
anxious to moilify them and retain power 
through the acclamatons of so powerful a so- 
cial element, their pride grew frequently into 
insolence. The economical dreamers among 
men, discerning an entirely new phase of so- 
ciety, and seeing wages advance before the im- 
pulse of a practical scheme, lost al! comprehen- 
sion of the natural qualities of the phenomenon, 
and attributed the whole change in the condition 
of the ekilied laborer to some bidden or mys- 
terious law, which, by discovering, they could 
apply in a still wider manner. Behold, then, the 
accession to the ranks of skilled labor of men 
most protoundly educated in letters alone, who 
bad never done a day’s manual labor other than 
with a pen, who were certainly disposed to ad- 
vance the worker's place in life, but who, by 
their disiike of everything practical and their 
furious hatred of the rich, carried fnto the 
camp of the bonest and well-meaning union 
man the fire-balis of destruction and the malig- 
nities of the lower regions. As intellect usu- 
ally eoverns among men, these literary work- 


men at once commissioned themselves 
as the directors of a new-born | 
social force, powerful for good in hones<c 


hands, butin theirs as potentin the stroke of 
ruin as the sword of the destroying angel. 
Trades-unions now abounded througtout 
France, and all the worid for that matter. They 
were usually secret, for the Government im- 
posed restrictions which the literary men did 
notiike. In Epgiand, Belgium, and Switzer- 
land, an open establishment of the right to 
strike bad been secured. Throughout the cest 
of the Continent the same class of malcontents 
bad secured complete control of the working- 
men's power, and, by gradual enlargement of 
their demands upon existing society, had 
startied all Kurope and secured a most unepyi- 
avle reputation in the minds of the men intrusted 
with the public welfare. The Worid’s Fair of 
1862, held in London, gave to these men oppor- 
tunity for a labor conference in, advocating aa 
inspection o1 the handiwork of ali men by the 
workers of all countries, especially those 
of France and Germany. Accordingly, dur- 
ing one of our sad summers, when 
McClellan was in the peninsula below Richmond, 
the representatives of the unions in many cities 
of France and other countries arrived in n- 
don, ostensibly to view the exhibition. The 
delegates being on hand, the literary conductors 
of the real movement fitted up a phrase of equal 
grandeur in both French and English, and calied 
together the **féte or international fraterniza- 
tion.”” This was on the 5th of August. There 
was the cradle of the “Internationale.” Had 
even the prime movers in the Internationaic 
then beard from the lips of prophecy the ‘ogical 
resuits of the ideas they were henceforth to 
breed it is probable they would. have 
shuddered with horror, and rejected the 
whole forecast as the noightmare of an 
alarmist. The assembled delegates of workers, 
the representatives of what was henceforth 
called the International, in organizing, selected 
Corresponding Secretaries as ftoliows: France, 
A. Serrailier; Austria and Hungary, Leo Frank- 
el; Beigium, A. Herman; Germany and Russi 
Karl Marx; Holland, Charlies Rochat; Italy and ° 
Spain, Frederick Engels; Poland, Walery Wro- 
blewski; Switzerland, Herman Jung; Deumarna, | 
T. Mottershead; tlreland, J. P. McDonhasell; 
French Branches of the Internawonail in the 
United States, Le Moussu; United States, J. G. 
Eccarius. They then listened to an address of 
welcome from the workingmen deputed by the 
unions in Great Britaip to express their,senti- 
ments. It is useful to reflect that there is 
everything tocommand and nothing to arouse 
apprehension in the feelings then attested: * In 
the ages of ignorance and darkness we have 
only known bow to hate; then was the reign 
of brute force. TVoday, under the shield of 
civilizing science, we meet a8 children of labor; 
the reign of moral force has come.” How sad it 
is to consider that men with perceptions so 
nobie as to rise to the inculcation of such teach- 
should drift, within nine years, and while 
retaining the same formula of words, the 
same style of oratory, into the commission at 
Paris and elsewhere of the most diabolical 
crimes and the most deliberate destruction! 

Tne correspondence rendered necessary in 
the thorough organization of the workingmen 
of Europe into the International demanded tue 
labors of several ot the comrades. The literar. 
men staied to attend to it—Kark Marx, oh : 
Eudes, Vailiant, Engels, Proudhon, etc. It is 
certain that the orgavization of the Internation- 
al was gotten weil in hand by the literary mad- 
men during 1863. Another general meeting, 
cut and dried, ge the real authority to a few 
seemingly-modest men with grand foreheads 
and still grander phrases.

SYSTEM. 

There was little attempt at symmetry in the 
system upon which the International was cop- 
structed. Ail the workingmen in @ town might 
constitute a “Section,” or the members of a 
certain trade covid do the same thing. The 
Sections in a particular part of a country Were 
to make “Federations.” All the Federations 
in. France Or any other country were caljed a 
* Branch,” and the different Branches formed 
the International. There was a. lack of uni- 
formity, also, in the relations existing between 
the Federations. Some of them deait diréctly 
with the International Council, while in other 
Branches or countries there was acentral power 
between the Federation and the Council. There 
never was found to exist any such centre 


in France, although there was a_ Belgic 
Council. Investigation led to a belief that 
the Federation of Paris wielded authority 


over the other Federations of France which 
rm bave been usurped and irregular. In fact, 
the whoie system of directing the affairs of the 
international was intensely arbitrary. Whena 
* Section” joined that body the General Coun- 
cil named a certain persan to be Correspondent 
of that Section. This correspondent’s functions 
were those of a chief executive officer, and he 
was never changed by the Section. The member 
of aSection couid not correspond witb the Gen- 
eral Council except through the correspondents 
of bis Section and Federa tion. 

The dues assessed upon members were ptaced 
ata point so low asto create no obstacle what- 
ever to the spread of the power of the Order of 
the Internatiopa!. The expenses of the general 
officers were amply borne by the payment of 2% 
cents initiation-fee on the part of each new 
member of a Sechon and an annual donation of 
one-haif of a cent. 

SECOND CONGRESS. 

The Second Congress convened in Lausanne, 
Switzeriand, Sept. 2, 1867. Dupont, a bank- 
clerk, of Paris, was President, te being.also a 
high officer in.the General Council of ndoa. 
Seventy-one delegates sat in this body. 

At thie Second Congress the deciaration was 
made that the State should own the means of 
transportation, in the view of abolishing the 
—— vorporauon, “which, in submitting 

he working ciasses to thei: arbitrary law, at- 
paones both the dignity of man and individual 
iberty.” 

There existed in French society a’ciass of peo- 
pie called Radicals, much bigber up the social 
ladder than the artisans forming the masses of 
the International. Perhaps the best transiation 
of their party designation wouid be Unreason- 
ables. The want of reason of these Unrea- 
sonables had up to thistime exteaded only to 
political matters. But here in this new Inter- 
national was a y of men who were beginning 
to abolish not only the Government, but every- 
thing else as well. To be unreasonable, and yet 
fail to exhaust the limits of aberration, was an- 
noytmmg to these eclipsed radicais. The first 
communications between the two classes were 
therefore hedged about by the most uacordial 
suspicions, and yet the real badness of the 
seoret designs of each party drew them 
unwillingly together. 

VIOLENCE. 

Up to this point the International bad sailed 
smoothly. It was not likely that such a voyage 
could continue. A society infusing with untir- 
ing industry the principle of active opposition 
among employés to the interests of the employ- 
er could not expect to be without strikes on its 
bands. These strikes came thick and fast. If 
ove strike could bave been attended to singly 
the International would have been in an im- 
pregnabie position, being able by the large 
funds in ite bands to sustain any one class of 
workmen until their employers were worn out. 
But the employers bad not been asleep during 
the rapid organization of their hi 
pie, anc when they saw the 
things also consolidated iato a wniopn of 
manufacturers, and precipitated such a 
number of strikes upon the Internation- 
ais as nearly distracted tke leaders of tho work- 
Ingmen. Failing very often in their lockouts, 
the International managers made what tbey 
thougbt to be equivalent “‘social progress” by in- 
stilling into the multitudes foliowing their guid- 
rnuce a yet more diabolical hatred of employers. 
Out of such circumstances could arise nothing 
but disorder. At Roubaix certain, cloth-manu- 
facturers introduced new iabor-saving ma- 
chines. Upon this the workmen demanded an 
advanoe in wages. ‘To such proposition the em- 
ployers replied with the application of onerous 
regulations and arbitrary fines. Thereupon the 
workmen rose in the wildest spirit of insurrec- 
tion, pillaged the houses of two of the manu- 
facture destroyed the wachines in seven 
mills, and burned two of the manufactories 
entire. <A large force of troops at once marched 
to the seene of chaos. The workmen were over- 
awed, and the strike was confined to its legai 
means for success. The eficet of this chapter 
in the experience of the French Federation was 
to pvumber tbe regular soldiers of the French 
army among its direst enemies. Svenes similar 
to these of Roubaix were enacted ail over 
Europe. The International began to attract the 
attention of uneasy Cabinets. 


THIRD AND FOURTH CONGRESSES. 


The scenes attending the strikes under the 

bid and beck of the International had made that 
dreaded and unknown body an object of strong 
curlogity. Yet the public knew little of its inner 
workings. The events of 1868 had,as maybe opined, 
developed many peculiar additions to the pub- 
lished creed of the order, and the Third Congress 
met under circumstances very exciting to all its 
members. The convocation took aa in Ber- 
lin, Sept, 6, 1868. Among the delegates. from 
Paris, who afterwards figured in the Commune, 
were Tolaiu, urat, Rousseau, door- porter; 
Pindy, joiner; Fiahaut, marbie-cutter; Theisz, . 
chiseler; and Hetry, actor. This congress de- 
clared, tirst, that “the tool or machine should 
belong to the laborer”; second, that * the quar- 
ries, coal-mines, railroads, etc., should belong 
tothe State, but only after the regeneration 
of thé State by its transformation into a work- 
ngmen'’s society”; third, that “the admission 
of arable land to the collective property ’’ should 
be secured. The general idea to be deduced from 
pear queer words, such as “solidarization,”’ 
“ goliectivity,” ‘“‘economic evolution,” “ re- 
generation,” etc., was the changing of what is 
now called the Government into a trade-union, 
the confiscation of all eaterprises of production 
and the compulsory labor of every member of 
society. Forty-nine deiegdtes were present 
when the vote carrying this platform was taken. 
Thirty voted for it, four against it, and fifteen 
did not care to vote either way. 
On Monday, Sept. 6, 1869, the Fourth Congress 
opened at Basle, Switzerland. From Paris were 
sent Varlin, Rousseau, Murat, Pindy, Tolain, 
Robin, physician; and Dereure, working shoe- 
maker. ‘loiain, before this congress, proposed 
a declaration that, “in order to realize the 
emancipation of laborers, ali leases, rents, and 
salaries must bec to contracts of sale 
outright.”” Property, thereby, 
ing to circulate, and nobody being able to save 
auy, would cease to be abusive. Before the 
same Congress, Delegate Proudbon pronounced 
dictum: is Robbery.

CONFUSION, 

A wrangle then ensued over the order of busi- 
nesstobe takenup.

nual election, Shall not take their seats as such 
until the term of the Aldermen last aforesaid 
Shall expire. Vacancies shali be filled at an 
election to be held by the voters of the district 
in which such vacancies shall occur, at the time 
tobe designated by tne City Council. In all 
elections for Aldermeu aforesaid, each qualified 
voter May Cast as many votes as there are Al- 
dermep to be elected in his aistrict, or may dis- 
tribute the same, or equal parts thereof, among 
the candidates, as he shali see fit, and the candi- 
date highest in votes shali be deciared elected. 

*" MORE OF IT. 

The racket was renewed immediately after- 
wards, when 4 motion was entered for the pre- 
vious question on Crafts’ resolution concerning 
the bill for clergymen to visit the State prisons. 
Haines wanted to make a new motion, and inti- 
mated that be would move to adjourn if the 
motion was iosisted upon. Crafts wanted an 
hour to close the debate, and other members 
protested against cutting off consideration of 
the question by what they termed the “ gag.” 
Haines finatiy concituded not to press his motion 
to adjourn, and time was consumed 
in calling the roll on the motion 
to order the previous question, after fruitiess 
efforts togeta decision by viva voce. Quinn 
got permission to explain bis vote, and appealed 
for fairness toward his measure and toward 
himself. The House refused to order the pre- 
vious question. 

LAW AND GOSPEL. 

Mr. Crafts then addressed the Mouse in behalf 
of his resolution, which, be said, was offered be- 
cause of his belief that under the present sys- 
tem the State had goneinto the business of 
establishing & particular form of religion for the 
convicts, and of proselyting in the interest of 
the church of the State Administration. He 
pronounced the practice of giving religious in- 
struction by official Chaplains to con- 
victs contrary to. the spirit of 
our institutions, antagonistic to the pro- 
visions of the Bill of Rights, and often distaste- 
iul to the opinions and religious preferences of 
the inmates of the prisons. 

At this point Mr. Vaughey moved to postpone 
the subject till next Tuesday, but the motion 
was deteated. 


IN NEED OF PRAYERS. 


Mr. Sexton rehearsed the necessity for dis- 
cipline in the prisons,and for religious and 
moral instruction tothe convicts, but favored 
the abolition of official Ohaplains and permit- 
ting the churehes to voluntarily dispense the 
Gospel omer the inmates of the prisons. He 
emphasized this point by assuming that if the 
members of the General Assembiy heed prayers 
and religious teaching, there is much more ne- 
cessity for this service for the convicts, He 
ho the resolution would be adopted. 

Mr. Linegar agreed at length that the State 
had no right to compel convicts to attend a re- 
digious serviee to which they could not consci- 
entiousiy subscribe; they should be aliowed to 
go of their own free will, and every church 
should be permitted the privilege of sending its 
ministers to the penitentiary to preach the Gos- 
pel, because it was good missionary ground. 

Mr. Cowperthwait.apposed the bill as calcu- 
lated to interfere with the moral discipline of 
the prison, and Mr. Tayigt, of Cook, talked for 
the measure and against time, with the idea of 
shoving the debate over till next week. 

Mr. Quinn tried to secure an adjournment till 
Monday evening, but after half an hour's con- 
fusion the House declined to observe St. Pat- 
rick’s-Day and adjourned until Lomorrow mora- 


ing. 


SIMON B. PAIGE. 


The Work of Settling Up His Estate 
Assumed by His Brother—A Discovery

The Complications in the Southwestern 
and lowa Peols—Meetings of Man- 
- agers to Adjust Them to Be Held in 

This City April 3. 

The general mecting of the Southwestern 
Hallway Association, which has already been 
postponed several times, will now positively be 
held at Commissioner Midgiey’s office in this 
city April 3. 

This meeting will be one of unusual interest, 
as the question of reorganizing the Southwest- 
ern will be the principal purt of its work. It is 
generally conceded that the association will 
have to be reorganized if future troubles and 
complications are to be avoided. The present 
percentages were adopted ao long ago that they 
no longer give satisfaction, and notice has been 
given by several of the roads, which have in- 
creased their mileage and tactlities during the 
last year or so, that they must have 
larger percentages oor they will with- 
draw from the pool. The present division 
of territory and the, distribution of business is 
aiso unsatisfactory. ‘The Southwestern pool is 
now composed of twu divisions—the St. Louts 
and the Chicago. For more than a year past the 
roads on the Chicago divisiva have carried much 
more than their share of the Dusiness, and each 
month had to pay over alarge amount of money 
to the roads in the St. Louis division in order to 
equalize the percentages. The Chicago roads 
claim that this state of affairs shows that they 
are entitled to a larger proportion of the Mis- 
souri River business than they.are how receiy- 
ing. This matter could have been more easily 
adjusted at the time the last meeting was held 
than it can be now. <At that time the 
great bulk of the Dusiness was coming to 
Chicago, but owing to the dissatisfaction 
with the grading bere Chicago shipments have 
greatly fallen off, and St. Louis shipments were 
correspondingly increased. On account of this 
the St. Louis roads will not be so willing to make 
a concession to the Chicago lines, and will con- 
tend thaf the grading at Chicago had nothing to 
do with forcing busiuess to 8t. Louis, but that 
during the wiater mooths busiftess tends to- 
wards St. Louis just as uaturally as it tends to- 
wards Chicago during the summer months. Al- 
though there is considerable talk about * bust- 
ing’? che assuciation if certain concessions are 
not made, yet there is not the least prospect 
that anything of the kind wili‘be dove. The 
Southwestern pool has been of much benefit to 
the Missouri River roads, and none of them bave 
any real desire totermingate the arrangement, 
But for this pool it would pot have been possi- 
ble for the Missouri River roads to obtain any- 


| where near as good rates as they have. As 


it was a rather difficult job to prevent the cut- 
ting of rates by some of the lines under the 
ling arrangement, it ean readily be perceived 

ow much more difficult it would have been to 
maintain rates bad the pool not been in exist- 
enee. No hopes are entertained that the mano- 
agers of the various ruads will be able to agree 
among themselves on a settlement of the exist- 
ing complications, but they bavye prepared for 
this by tne election of a permanent arbitrator at 
the inst meeting, to whom all matters which 
cannot be settled by the roads themselves are to 
be referred for arbitration, by whose decisioa 
the roads have pledged themseives to abide. 

THE COLORADO TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION, 

Following the meeting of the Southwestern 
Railway Association the Colorado Traffic Asso- 
ciation will meet to get “its affairs into better 
working order. It is also quite probable that at 
the same time a meeting of the iowa Traflic As- 
sociation will, be heid, This pool bas also vari- 
ous problems to solve, the most important of 
which will pe to getrid of the competion of 
the Illinois Central and St. Paul & Omaha's line 
via Sioux City. Although the lowa pool bas 
thus far entirely igtio this new competitor, 
yet the fact cannot be denied that it is a | 
considerable annoyance to the’ pool lines, 
there is great anxiety to get rid of it. It is 
stated that a proposition has been made by the 
Iowa lines to admit the new Sioux Cily 
route into the pool + and give it a

Among Great Writers. 


‘A Lucky Mishap” Is the Title of a Re- 
cent Work of Fiotion. 


Brief Review of a Collection of Mis- 
cellaneous Works. 


The Life of Rousseau. 

There is one feature connected with Mr. Gra- 
ham's “Life of Jean Jueques Rousseau”’ that 
will commend it to the reader who wishes to 
learn facts, and not merely wo peruse a fuleome 
eulogy. Mr. Graham conceals nothing and gives 
the repulsive details of the remarkable career 
Ot a great hypocrit among Freneh writers witno 
a fraukness which is decidedly refreshing, and is 
probably the warrantee for the opinion ex- 
pressed by tne Athenmum that MF. Grabam isa 
young and inexperienced writer. Certainly the 
Skilled and practiced biogcaphers. who com pile 
memoirs and prepare “lives” to Srder would 
have in some’ manner glossed over or skillfully 
arranged the details which Mr. Grabam 
knows po better than to Darrate as im- 
portant factors in forming an opinion of 
the merits of one who, rightly or wrongly, bas 
attained a certain meed of fame among the 
worid'’s literati. This honesty of the author 
commends bis volume ag trustworthy. Rous- 
se€au bas suffered from no lack of biographers; 
but, wiih the possiple exception of Girardin or 
Morley, they have been overcome either with 
admiration of or hatred for the character an- 
alyzed, and have not studied him as be bas re- 
vealed bimself in his “Confessions.” These 
have been Mr. Grabam’s chief authority, tu- 
ecother with tinany letters ana mantfscripts not 
Bwenerally accessible. 

lt is not difficult to realize that Rousseau bad 
the most intluence over, and was the most ad- 
mired by, those who knew him least, and that 
acqWaintance almost invariably turned friends 
into enemies. For forty veara be was practical- 
ly uuknown, and then attained fame by winning 
a literary prize. Had be competed for it in ac- 
cordance with bis own ideas he would bave 
fuiled, and mizbt never have risen to the sur- 


face agruin. jut he borrowed the suggestion of 
“an abler man, and, carrying out Diderot’s 


bad originally proposed, and bravely attacked 
@CXiIStibg tulngs, that be wight not be deemed 
commonpiace. That literature, art, and science 
were Corrupters of society was his text. * The 
side be adopted” was “that which a clever 

youth in a debating society would take to show 
his ingenui ty, and then vote agaiast to show his 
goood sense, 

Koussenau was consistent only in his inconsist- 
encies. Kunniug away irom Geneva to avoid a 
harsh master, he foun@ himseif penniless ana 
Without any resourees whereby he might obtain 
fliving. Catholicism paid something four con- 
verts. He professed & desire to become a Cuth- 
olic, and thus obvtuined several days’ board and 
lod; lng before baptism and 20 franvus to begin 
life with afte rwards. When, lator, b@ wished to 
be calied a citizen of Geneva, he vbromptly re- 
nounced Catholicism and became a Proitestarit. 
Luter suli, wishing to give up ungrateful Gene- 
va, he attacked all religion. He wasa hypocrit 
in everything. Belug unjustiy accesed of break - 
ing the teeth of u comb once, he spent the entire 
night crying over the unjust accusation. A tew 
yours afterwards, bemg then in service, he stoic 
a ribbou or lace, charged an innocent bouse- 
maid with the theft, stood by and saw her dis- 
charged for bia erime, and never, exceptin bis 
* Confessions,” written in his old age, acknowl- 
edged tne deed. He couid write a work on the 
education and car@yef children, and yet placed 
live of bis own, OR after the other, in the 
basket of the Foundlings’ Ilome, despite the 
bitter agony of their mother! He couid write 
on the corrupNons of society, and live ror eight 
years in idleness on the earnings of his mistress, 
ouly leaving ber when dispiaced by some more 
favored -suttor. He anvounced himeself a 
“music-teacher end composer,” when he 
knew nothing of music, and bis two 
pupils taught him its notation and first 
principles. He composed a mass of 
discords, and was only saved from mob- violence 
by a pretty popular air anuexed to his “ compo- 
sition,’ and which be naturaliy claimed as his 
own. He lived for years with a woman whom 


bad married; and was always ready for avy in- 
trigue he could matage to get into. Yet his 
fame originated with an eiaborite attempt to 
show that “literature, art, and sciehce’’ cor- 
rupted society io themseives, and not because 
of the moral degradation of thir professors! 
* He shows himself aman who never acted from 
duty if. it clashed with bis own interests; a man 
ungrateful by nature and suspicious igftem per, 

- and who asserted his virtues bh some- 
what of the arroganes of the Phauarisee.’ His 
**Confessions”’ are buta mopumentof “ giori- 
tied ewotism.’’ 

Of the works on which Rousseau’é reputation 
as a writer reats—* Nouvelie Heloise,”” “Contrat 
Sociai,”’ * Emilie”—it is unnecessary to say any- 
thing now. Mr. Graftlam’s anaiysis of them is 
reasovuably just, and tme majority of reading 
and thinking people bave formed opinions 
which they are not likely to alter. Sincere in 
nothing, itis doubtful tf Rousseau believed in 
bis own theories, bhuwever ably he may have 
elaborated them. 

The book is the latest addition to the Series of 
Foreign Ciassics for English Readers, repub- 
lished inthis country by J. B. Lippiacott & Uo. 
“*4 Paradox—A Miost Inzgenions Para- 

dox.” 

“A Lucky Mishap” is the paradoxical title of 
avery pleasant stery by Miss Eva Katherine 
Clapp. The action is spirited, yet natural; and 
there is no wearisome dragzing. The beroine is 
a beautiful, high-spirited girl, who molds her- 
self into a nobic womanhood. The bero isa 
chivalrous, intelligent gentleman. The other 
characters are drawn with a moderation note- 
worthy in the efforts of a young writer. We do 
not say that “A Lucky Mishap” isa work of a high 
order; but itis light fiction of a purerand more 
elevated tone than many of the popular novels 
can boast. There are crudities, of course; and 
we would suggest that the author give greater 
heed to consistency in wurking out her subject. 
It is absurd, for iustance, to represent Mr. Sia- 
ter as at one time teliing Mrs. Dunham of his 
desire to wia ber sistor fora wife in chuvice and 
elegant English; and again, at a wedding-recep- 
tion, shaming bis wife by uncouth tanuers 
and ignorant solecisms. Adam, also, alternates 
between excellent grammer anc an entire lack 
of it. There is also an Augusta-Evans tendency 
to extravagance of adjectives, which Miss Clapp 
needs to guard againstit she desires to be truly 
effective. But these ere the fauits of inexperi- 
ence and unripe Judgment. Ouse who sincerely 
desires to accomplish better things may casily 
overcome them. And the author gives evidence 
of a culture, ideal, aud ability wbich should en- 
courage her to hope as well as strive for ulti- 
mate success in the wide tteld of fiction. The 
present venture is certainiy uw most readable 
book, aod those who desire a ilove-stor# per se 
will find it very interesting.

it may be all right for ** Farmer,” or any) 
other farmer for that matter, to try to show 
the favorable side of farm-life for hired men, 
and convince boys that they ought to stay on 
thefarm ; but I just want to say that the rea- 
son why so many young’ men leave farm- 
work is that the time they have employment 
is small—I’m not talking of harvest hands 
now—that the average wages amount io very 
little: the hours of labor are too ummerch 
fully long; the food is limited as to variety, 
and frequently poorly cooked; . and too Little 
attention is paid. to providing any of the 
comforts of civilization for the hired men. 
l ask no man to feed ine on a diet of yellow- 
legged chickens and ice-cream; I dow’t ask 
for Brussels carpet and plate-glass mirrors: 
I don’t even ask that a cup of hot cotfee 
shall be broughtto my bedside ats o’ clock 
in the morning by a servant, who shall he Ip 
me to puton my clothes. But I would ask 
that I shonid not be put into a garret with- 
outso much as a singie whole chair to sit 
upon: where the only table in the room is a 
superannuated cripple tottering on three 
limber legs; where one’s spate clothes hang 
on nails partly driven in the bare rafters;

A Littie Farm Well Tilled. 


Tribune. |—Will you allow me a little space 
for remarks on the various branches of farm- 
ing? 1 noticed in your issue of Feb. 17, in a 
short article headed “A Little Farm Well 
Tilled,” reference to reports of a number otf 
experiments in raising corn under asyst em 
of high culture from which the yield had 
been at the rate of 100 to 250 bushels per acre. 
You had better drop 100 bushels from the 
higher estimate. I have examined these 
stateinents carefully, being one of the exper- 
imenters myseif. Of the seed sent out about 
33 per cent did not germinate; about 150 
grains, a’ little more or less, were to be 
planted on the fortieth partof anaere. I 
had 148 grains, ninety-eizht of which came 
up. They stood in seven rows thirty-three 
feet long, 836 feet, or nine yards twenty-six 
feet. Il nad the biegestcornstalks I ever saw 
in lowa—very many tourteen and a half feet 
high and from seven to eight Inches around 
at the butt—ears eight feet from the ground, 
the whole yielding 133 ears, weighing when 
dry ninety-three pounds, orat the rate of 
abont tifty-two bushels per acre. 

lL find thatupon examining those reports 
they are estimated by the number of stalks 
that grew and produced ears, and the space 
they would occupy if there was afull stand. 
That is certainly a new way to estimate the 

vield ot your land, to count out all the lest 
hilis and estimate forafuil stand. When 35 
per cent of the seed doesaiot grow the seed 
is very poor. l count 10 per cent loss as not 
very good seed. But perhaps those sitate- 
ments are like one I reeeived iast fall froma 
farmer in the Genesee Valley in Yerk Siate. 
lle stated that he raised from v9 to 5V0 busir 
els of corn on histarm. lasked hia what he 
called a bushel ofcorn. “ Why, of course, a 
bushel basket of ears, or thirty-iive pounds!” 
When a farmer telis me he raised 100 bush- 
els to the acre I believe him. When he says 
125 1 think it possible: but when he says 200 
and 250 [know he lies. in regard to seed 
corn there is great complaint, upon trial, of 
its being unreliable. I consitier a farmer just 
as much to blame for poor seed as | do for 
poor plowing when Lis crop is 
tended, and even more 580. The 
best plan I ever tried to secure good 
seed was to select the .best early-ripening 
ears in September or early October; 
husks all off and tie with broom or binding 
twine eight or nine ears in a buneh or string. 
If the twine is cut in two-yard lengths eaci 
string will tie eight or ten, one above the 
other. Then hang them up in the smoke- 
house and smoke them as you would your 
hams. A man in ane ortwo days will put 
up enough for any quarter or half section 
farm, and have some to spare. Itis easy to 
lose from five to ten Seenaia of corn to the 
acre from poor seed. If atarmer loses that 
more than once he is not to be pitied. %

Einisinge Colts for Profit. 

Mortxer, I., March 13.—[Editor of The 
Tribunes]—Every farmer with a quarter- 
section farm needs at least five good work- 
horses, three of which should be goed brood 
mares, by which he should raise at least two 
gvod colts per year, and sometimes tlrree. lf 
he is prudent and careful of his mares and 
colts he will raise enough to keep up his 
teams and have a pair to sell each year after 
the first four years. If he has selected good 
mares to breed and good stock to breed from 
he may get from $300 to 3400 per year from 


his horse stock. But a farmer need not ex- 


pect that all the colts he raises will be tip-top 


and bring the ‘big prices propesed by some 
writers on horse-raising. Colts are more lia- 
ble to injury when rearing: than any other 
stock: are more subject to diseases and Dlein- 
yahes than any other steck. He who geisa 
tev worth +400 or 5500 once in ten years 
may think himscif fortunate, ‘The rest he 
may Dave to sell all the way from 575 to 3125 
at 4 years old, and will then make money 
raising colts. A farmer should never let his 
colts get poor or lousy, <uny more than he 
should allow his pies or calves to become so, 

Stock of any Kind never pays well if permit- 
ted to get poor and stunteal;- and serubs of 
any kind are an eyesore anda drawback to 
any farmer,

A Veteran Pig- rower’s Pians. 

FAIRFIELD, La., Mareh 13.—| Editor of The 
Tribune.|—L was very much interested in 
the ar of “ BE. M.,” of Grundy County, 
low on ‘* Pioneer Pig-Growwing.” ‘The 
rAthor of that letter certainly “fas learned 
how to grow pigs tor profit, yet if he will 
have his pigs dropped between the 20th of 
Apriland the 10th of May, -and then feed 
them so as to put them into. market about 
the Ist day of Decewber foilowing, and have 
them weigh 250 pounds each by that time, 
he will find itis hog-raising still more prolit- 
able. To my mind, the day is past for farm- 
‘rs to feed Inogs until they area year old, 
and then weigh only 250 to 250 pounds, 
Again, “ FE. MA” feeds his hogs through the 
very coldest aud worst time of the year, 
which isa sevious objection to his plan. 
With our improved Poland-China we can 
have pigs dropped in April, feed thei 
through, maiket ;them at about 7 
montis old, amd have them average 
240 to 20 poainds. By this plan 
we save. the expense of feeding 
through the coldest weather in winter, and 
can save all taxes on them, which is qfite an 
item these days of high. taxes. I have adopt- 
ed the plan of * KE. M.’’ except as to feeding 
uutil the pigs are a year old, and I think it is 
the onty successful way to raise hogs for 
profit. By my plan 1 newer winter anvthinag 
but my breeding-sows, ama avoid all feeding 
in the extreme coid, stera.y winter weather, 
for lhave learmed by 
there is no money in feed&rw hogs in winter. 
A hog will gain two pounds in October or 
Novembér on the same cogn that it takes to 
make one pound of flesh im Deeember or Jan- 
uary For thi; reason I wbjeet: to winter 
feeding. Getter feed them liberally all 
through, and market early. “ E. M.” is also 
mistaken when he advises tie crossing with 
a Berkshire boar every thira‘or fourth year.

THE PRODUCT. 

Mr. Hanger began in 1857, in Ohio, to 
raise sorghum, and has been growing it in 
lowa since 1538. The average yield is 100 
gallons of sirup per acre. Prof. Wiley, of 
Indiana, had_ reached 200 gallons, but that 
was extraordinary. He had himself made 
75 gallons from one-fourth of an aere.

Dr. Philbrieck said that when farmers have 
had as much experience with sorghum as 
with corn and what, it will be a profitable 
crop.

Mr. Bozartti made 14,000 gallons per year, 
used steam, and employed nine hands. The 
cost of raising was $5 per acre, and the cost 
of sirup 10 cents per gallon, He sold all 
that is made at 50 cents per gallon. 

CULTIVATION, 

Mr. Hanger said that early Auber is the 
best variety. He used three pounds of seed 
per acre, planted in drills with a band-plant- 
er. Last year he planted in the fall, 
plowing arch 21, in drills. The 
cane was ready for hoeing in° five 
weeks. He made a horse-hoe and attached 
itto a cultivator, instead of shovel-plows, 
50 as to turn the earth away from the plants, 
The cane was killed by frost Sept. 21. He 
cut it and piled it, but the hot weather the 
first: week in October caused it to heat and 
spoil. He made 4,000 gallons of sirup, and 
sold it for 50 cents per gallon. Where there 
is large acreage the time of ripening can be 
largely controlled by the date of planting.

greed. The niggeardliness of Congress makes 
clerks on salaries of $1,200 to $1,800 a year 
untrained in the law, knowing nothing of 
the rules of evidence, judges of the law and 
facts in cases involving millions of dollars 
and thousands of homes. There is no worse 
chapter in the history of government than 
the facts we have to give showing the deliber- 
ate and heartless evictions of the European 
Linmigrant and the American settler in order 
to give their farms to cuvetous corporations.

The whole 
story is summed up in tne recent remark of 
one who had thoroughly investigated the 
subject—tha® the history of the management 
of the land-grant roads by the Land-Ofice is 
a history of the management of the Land-Of- 
lice by the railr oads. 

in reports printed yesterday of interviews 
had by our Washington correspondent with 
the Secretary of the Interior and the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office, they claim that the 
harsh rulings of their departments against 
settlers in the past have been greatly modified, 
and also hold that, with regard to many of the 
greatest evils referred to, that, for instance, 
of the withdrawal. of lands and the eviction 
of settiers from railroad Jands, their hands 
are tied by decisions of the Supreme Court 
and acts of Congress. As this article is not 
intended as an attack on the gentlemen now 
or heretofore acting as the heads of the In- 
terior Department and the Land-Ofice, nor 
as an apology for any one, but as an histor- 
ical sketch of the whole administration cf 
the land trust, it is but fair that the reader 
should give full weight to their statements.

But their dis- 
claimers and explanations leave the fact we 
give of the maladministration of the public 
estate unchallenged. 

No chapter in this story will be found of 
more sombre interest than the statements 
made aso the Supreme Court by the Senate 
Committee on Pubdlie Lands in a report sub- 
mitted by Senator Van Wyck reeommending 
a bill to compel the railroads to pay taxes on 
their lands. Its decisions as to the titles of 
the railroads and the settlers to the lands, 
: like those of a weatherecock, have pointed the 
way the corporation blew its breath. 

The accompanying map shows at a glance 
all the grants that have been made by the 
United States to States and corporations to 
aid the construction of railroads and wagon 
roads. The grants in the State ot Texas are 
not shown,-inasmuch as by the terms of 
the annexation of Texas to the United 
States all the unsettled lands were 
made the property of the State. The dispo- 
sition of them is consequently a State matter 
unconnected with the affairs of the Federal 
Land-Office. The railroad grarts made by the 
State of Texas aggregate 38,457,600 acres, 
This is more than a quarter of the grants 
made by the Government for the rest of the 
United States.

The United States held and claimed no land in 
the thirteen original States, so tnat the 218,721,230 
acres included within the boundaries of these 
States is not to be considered. 

The first public ldnds belonging to the Govr- 
ernment were cessions by Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New York, Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, and Georgia of iandy heid by them un- 
der grants from Great Britain. The actual 
number of acres acquired by these cessions 
which the Government could sell or dispose of 
Was 229,957,187 acres, or 359,356 aquare miles.

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IT IS A COURT, 
THE LAND-OFFICE IS A GREAT LAND COURT. 

The General Land-Ofice, says the committee, 
isa great land court, with a jurisdiction that 
includes almost the entire range of the vast 
number of questions that arise out of our sys- 
tern of legislation respecting the public domain, 
if the changing, shifting, temporizing, and often 
conflicting legislation of Congress on this sub- 
ject can be justly called a system. 

This great iand court—the General Land-Of- 
fice—now has pending before it not less than 
140,000 cases for examinamon, of which about 
one-third are contested, either with the Goy- 
ernment of the United States or witb private 
litigants. 

Ninety per cent of the decisions made in this 
trivunai will be final and conclusive of the title 
to the lands in cuntroversy. The value of those 
lands can scarcely be computed, so rapid is the 
increase vf value from the improvements put 
upon them by occupants, from’ rallway exten- 
sions, from the enormous immigration to the 
United States, the natural increase of popula- 
tion and wealth, and the growth of new indus- 


tries. | 

The testimony discioses that the great body of 
those cases are in fact decided. by the division 
clerks, many of whom aro not educated lawyers, 
and who get pay at the rates of from $1,000 to 
$1,900 per annum.

iOW OUR GREAT BSTATE IS ADMINISTERED 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands was 
directed by the last Congress to inquire into the 
administration of the land laws and system, and 
their operation in the practical disposition of 
the public lands, and any abuses/and hardships 
which may exist in their administravion. 

The citizens of the United States, who are the 
owners of this great landed property, will open 
their eves at the disclosures as to the condition 
of afairsin the Land Office. if thetr private 
affairs had been managed as their pubiic atlairs 
have been this would be q Nation of lazzaroni 
and paupers. We ileave for another par- 
ugraph the revelavions as to the 
surrender hy the Lana Office of 
millions of doilars’ worth.of the people's land to 
corporations tn deflance of tho law and often in 
direct disregard of decisions of the Supreme 
Court, and in still more shamelces adiscrimina- 
tion by the servants of the public against the 
humbie settler and in favor of the railroads. 

AH the divisions of the Land Office are hope- 
lealy behind in their work. The Private Claima 
Division has to attend to in Louisiana alone at 
least 10,000 claims, some of which were adjudi- 
cated as far back as 1807, and from that tiie to 
the present has not disposed of more than 1,300. 
At the present rate the business of this ditision 
could not be brought up to time in 100 yeara. 

The Public Langs Division is six moaths be- 
hind in the mere posting of entriese without 
which no work can proceed properly in any 
other division where any question of title, sur- 
vey, or location may arise. This division is also 
behind from one to six months in its vorrespond- 
ence. COnief Howells says that “of the several 
classes of entries on the records yet to be ex- 
amined and passed upon, there are doubtiess 
100,000 cases, aad with preemptions and soidiers’ 
filings they embrace an aggregate area of more 
than 20,000,000 acres of land.”’ 

There are in the Land Office, not actually de- 
livered, 201,572 patents that are in all respects 
complete and ready for delivery. These, being 
mostly of purchinment, are being destroyed by 
rats and obliterated by the lapse of time. 
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NOT A COURT OF JUSTICE. 
TUE SETTLER AND THE RAILROAD BEFORE 
THIS COURT. 

The Land-Office Commissioner testified that it 
was a physical impossibility for him to examine 
or even regd the{decisions prepared by his clerks

At the request of Senator Blair, Mr. J. W. Le 
Barnes, of the Law Department of the Land 
Office. described minutely the different stages of 
a controversy between a land-g@®ant railroad and 
a homestead settler from its inception to its 
final decision in the General Land Office. He 
said: A settler goes to al Land Office and 
applies to make a bomest@ad entry on a tract of 
land embraced within certain sections supposed 
to bave been granted to a railroad company. 
He is told that the land belongs to 
a railroad. He says he understands 
that ai prior right wes on the 
land, and that this prior occupation excepted 
the land from the grant. The lvcal officers find 
that there wasa prior settiement, and they ad- 
vise him that he must notify the railroad com- 
pany that he intends to apply to enter that land. 
SETTLERS EVICTED BECAUSE THEY DO NOT

nors ” Is.

He does not know what 
that is, and his case is closed out against him. 

().—How is it with the opposing party, which is 
the railroad, as a matter of fact? A.—They are 
always represented by counsel, both at the local 
office and the General Land-Oilice. 

Q.—How is it in regard to the ability of coun- 
sel usvaily employed by railroad companies? 
A.—Railroad companies never make the mis- 
take of employing lawyers of inferior capacity. 
A railroad corporation has the ablest attorneys 
in its service that the country can produce. A 
settler has no attorney, or perhaps very indiffer- 
ent counsel. He may be some local attorney 
without much practice or experience in the 
questions he is called to manage. When the 
case comes before the General Land-Office a 
corporation is represented not onty by able but 
by abundant counsel. The settier generally is 
wbolly unable to employ a resident attorney, 
but relieson the merits of his case and the 
fidelity of the officers of the Government” to se- 
cure him bis righta, 


THE COURT IS GREAT BUT TITE JUDGES ARE 
LITTLE. 

Q.—Before what tribunal or what class of 
minds are these questions heard in the tirst in- 
stance? A.—Before the cierks having the mat- 
ter in cbarwe. 

Q.—Before ordinary clerks? A.—Yes, sir. 

\.—Do these counsel bave access, informally, 
to these cierks iq, private conversadon and oth- 
erwise, and end@avor to press their views upon 
these clerks with such means as they see tit to 
exercise upou them? A.—I think it has usually 
been the fact that the views of railroad attor- 
neys and their constreutions of the law have 
been fully impressed upon the minds of clerka 
acting upou cases in which the corpora 8 are 
interested. The regulations prohibit confer- 
ences between attorneys and clerks except upon 
permiasion. Such regulations have not always 
proved effective, although they are pow more 
strictiy enforced than formerly. Attorneys 
have, bowever full access to chiefs of divisions. 

Q.—Whatis the nature of the rings that 
then occur upon these questions before these 
clerks, and bow are they conducted? A.—The 
attorney of the compauy eoes in person to the 
General Land-Office, examines the papers, and, 
it necessary, follows the case to whoever has it 
in charge or control, and argues and insists upon 
the superior or exclusive rights of his company 
to the iand. re ure no formal bearings. :

LAND-GRANT HISTORY. 
ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE POLICY 

OF GRANTING LANDS TO STATES AND 

CORPORATIONS. 

The policy of granting lands to aid if the con- 
struction of railroads began with the grant ia 
1850 to the State of Hlinois for the Illinois Cen- 
tral and ended ag far as Congress is concerned 
with the grantin 1871 6f 14,309,700 acres to tho 
Texas Pacitic. 

The act in ald of the Itinols Central gave 
“every alternate section of land designated by 
even numbers. for six sections in width on each 
side of said road and branches "; and it provides 
that, “in case it sball appear that the 
United States have, when the line of 
said voad and branches is definitly fixed 
by the autbority aforesaid, solid any 
part of any section hereby granted, 
or that the right.of pre¢mption has attached to 
the same, then it shall be luwtulfor any agent 
or agents appointed by the Governor of said 
State to select, subject to the &pproval afore- 
said, from the lands of the United States most 
contiguous to the tier of seetions above speci- 
fled, so much land, in alternate sections or parts 
of sections, as shall be equalto such lands ag 
the United States have sold.or to which tbe 
right of preémption has attached as aforesaid. 
Provided, that the lands to be so le 


eated shallin nocase be further than fiftees

LANIXGORANTS INTENDED TO OPEN THE 
COUNTRY OPERATED SO AS TO CLOSE VAST 

TRACTS TO SETTLEMENT. 

Few people understand even so muchd as that 
the unearned grants, though long since lapsed, 
are still beld for the roads by the Interior De- 
partment. Still fewer know that not only the 
railroad grant but almost all the Government 
land&within the Jimit of the grant is practically, 
though not technically, withdrawn from pubiic 
use and settiement. Until the land is sclected 
by the road and surveyed, the Interior Depart- 
ment eannot teil which is railroad land and 
which public land, and so the whole tract Is 
closed. Nota stroke of work hasever been done 
th earn the grant of the Texas Pacilic, but tho 
whole of it, 14,809,760 acres, and the alternate 
soctions of Government land, naking as much 


more, and all the land in the indemnity 
limita, making  haif as much more, 
are, in etlect, withdrawn from get- 


tlement. -As shown by our map, the Interior 
Department bas drawn a black fine 00 miles 
wide through the United States, begioning at 
the Western line of Texas, making practically a 
desert belt of 400,000,000 acres, To save to the 
Texas Pacific the 14,500,760 acres it has forfeited 
Congress and the Interior Department have shut 
the public out of about 40,000,000 acres for eleven 
years. Kindred observations apply to the other 
great transcontinental roads. The act of Con- 
yress of July 27, 1856, granted to the Atiantic &

wate of 40,600,560 acres. Only 125 miles were 
built prior to the date fixed for the comple- 
tion of the road, and 20 miles bave 
heen built since that date, leaving wuncon- 
etrneted 2,101 miles.

Nevada and the Indian Territory bes been oOr- 
dered, but with this exception the whole of this 
great area pas beev withdrawn from settioment 
more than sixteen years. To give thia corpora- 
tion every chance to gaivanize its grant into 
life, a tract 100 miles wide bas been closed tor 
sixteen years to the pubiic across the continent. 
ARTIFICIAL DESERTS.

managers. This enormous tract bas been sealed 
to the people, but open to tke road, though 
mueb lees than half of it eould in any event be- 
come its property. A tract 1.739 miles long the 


length of foad uncompieted when the rant 
expired, and 120 iniies wide in tho Terri- 
torrica, has been inelosed for the sake 


of this corporation, ever since 1310. The lands 
lemally forfeitable under these four great grants 
epeciied were not far from 100,000,000 acres. 
Tbe even-pugibered sections under these and 
various Minor «rants Usat cannot pe settied 
where the etttveys bave not yet been made, 
added to the indemnuity-lands likewise witb- 
drawn, world probably amountto pear another 
100,000,000 acres. Congress bad tbe opportunity 
to restore these 200,000,000 acres to settiemeut 
but neglected to take any steps to suave this 
great empire to the amall farmer, preferring 
that it should reach him through the medium of 
great corporations which could tax a0. extra 
dollar or more an each acre.

GIVING TOO MUCH. 
TITER LAND OFFICE PATENTING MILELIONS OF 
ACRES TO THE RAILROADS MORE THAN 


CONGRESS GRANTED. 

One of the officials of the Land-Office testified 
that in quite a number of instances the lands 
granted and patented to railroads bad exceeded 
the quantity which, under the law making those 
grants, it possible for them to receive. 
in the early days of the railroad land-@rant sys- 
tern it was the practice to certify outright to tile 


vas 


companies or to the St: 
companies all the pubiic lands witbin the grant- 
ed limits, so called, and to patent in bulk all or 
the greater part of the alternate sections within 
indemnity limits, witbout waiting for any road 
to be built. Some millions of acres were in this 
manner certified or patented many years ago 
for roads.that have not yet been con structed, 
and in other cases where the roads were after- 
rards commenced, but where the work of con- 
struction bas long since cé ased. 

In many of these and other eases the amount 
of land certified or patented indicates that no 
inquiry could have becn smade into the acope 
and effect of the several grants, their condi- 
tions, exceptions, or iegal limitations. 

Iris not yet known in any case how much 
land any reilroad company is or was entitied to 
receive under its grant. 

Put under the loose practices inaugurated in 
the beciniuing, the process of awarding lands 
to railroad companics without regard to the 
amouygt they might legally be entitied to re- 
ceive, has gone on atter the probdab!le amount ac- 
ecrulng to a grant bas beeca rencbed, and in some 
instances after the possible maximum has been 


exceeded. 
The following are s0me examples of this char- 


acter: 

The Cedar Rapids & Missouri River Railroad, 
he said, had received an absolute exeess of 108.- 
490.77 acres over and above the greatest possible 
amount with which the company could be cred- 
ited under any circumstances. The Sioux City 
& St. Paul Railroad Company of lowa Js eredit- 
ea with a known excess over the possibilities of 
the grant of 48,390.21 acres, The St. Paul & Sioux 
City Railroad Company of Mincesota is credit- 
ed with a known excess over possible maxi- 
mum of 190,553 acres, and 3& known c¢x- 
cess over a. @ibera estimate to the 
road of 359,055 acres, The St. Paul 
& Pacific Railroad in Minnesota has an 
excess over all of 2,497.27 acres. ‘The legal and 
setual reductions to which this grant is subject 
do not appear everto baye been considered. 
he lowa Falis & Sioux City Railroad Company 
in Iowa is credited with an excess over all, not 
computing redirctions, of 25,561.96 acres. The 
Winona & Bt. Peter Railroad Company, with an 
exsess over the estimated amount the road 
would be jikely to receive of 8.007 acres. The 

yake Superior & Mississipp! Liailraad Company, 
withan exceas over probable area of 69,564.09 
The Weat Wisconsin Ratiroad Company,

These statements were correeted by a commau- 
nicanon addressed tothe Judiciary Committee 
by Commissioner McFeriand, of the Land Office. 
Dut his communication showed two thiugs mot 
cleariy: Firet, the land-erants have not yot 
heen adjusted; and second, excessive allow- 
ances have certainly been made to the lan«d- 
grant roads. These things being 80, a contro- 
verey about the mere figures coneerned if not 
important. This, among other reasons, because 
until the grants are adjusted no one can telt 
just how mach the ronds are entitied to, ,

It was held, for 
example, that tho act could have no prospective 
effect because its lnaguage implied a past tense. 
Then it was beld that it could Bave no retroactive 
ecifect becaus that would be uneonstitu- 
tional. Aquin, uniess the party was care- 
ful to state that he claimed tbe benetit 
of the act be was not allowed to have the 
benetit of the act unless he expressiy claimed 


it. A great many cases bave veen adjudiented 
in this way, and the parties who had an absolute 
legal rizghtto thelr land under the indemnity 
provisions or the acts granting lands for railroad 
ahd bad such rigat irrespective of 
the uct of 1876, were deteated in their claims 
under the construcaon given to an act designed 
for their protection. The railroad grants do 
notin any case include lands covered by pre- 
empiion or homestead claims, but botm are ex- 
preesiy excluded therefrom, 

SETTLERS HAVE NO “VESTED RIGHTS.” 

in view of these well-understood principles 
and facta, ilarwe numbers of settlers purchased 
the improvements of former settiers, or took 
sion of the land afterit had been aban- 
douned by the former settier, and naturally and 
properly expected that upon due compliance 
with the laws in respect to settlement, ar 
dence, and cultivation, or payment for the laud, 
as the case might be, they could obtain titie to 
the land. bey found upon the adjudication of 
their cluims by the Lana Department, which 
‘rhaps several years atter their settie- 

yn established, that it was held that 

they bad no right to the land, and their bowes 
and improvements went to the railroads, They 
were compelled to buy the land of the railroad 
or oo in it. 

CorPrress passed an act May i4, 1889, to remedy 
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a ruling of the Land-Otiiee which dented a 
homestead settier credit Tor Bis settiement Do- 
for filing the final notice of bis claim in the 
jocai land-ofii« Avery large pumber of set- 
tiers bed lost their farms in this way, since, 
while their actuni settlements wore made betore 


a railroad grant took effiecct, their formal bome- 
stead entries were not made until afterwarda, 
and it was held that the railroad grant prevent- 
ed abhomesteund entry from being made, unless 
by change from pre@€mption filing. The nuilili- 
bureau in the interior Department, 
prompt as always to override Oomgress and tne 
courts tee the benetit of thes corporations, 
had-no difficulty in oversiaughing this law, sed 
continued its work of evicting settlers. The 
testimony says: The act of May M, 1980, did not 
help the setticr within railroad jimits, The Sec- 
retary of the Interior on Nov. 39, - 188, in 
the case of Detwiler decided that it did; but on 
May 26, 1881, the General Land-Office, in the case 
of Sorensen etal. vs. Central Pacific Railrond 
Company, overruled the Secretary and contin- 
ved the former rulings adverse to the scttier, 
where ralirdads are concerned. In thatcase the 
settlers. Sorensen, Anderson, and Jensen, set- 
tied on the land respectively in 1565 and or 
from three to six years prior to the withdrawal 
of lands for the railroad company. The town- 
ship was surveyed in 1878. Seven days atter- 
wards the settiers made their homestead eptries. 
They could not have entered the land earlier be- 
cause it was not surveyed, and entries cannot 
be made on unsurveyed iana. 
CONFISCATION OF THE LABOR OF 
YEARS. 1 
These settlers had lived on their lands from 
fieen to eighteen years each. Their éettic- 
ments were made when there was no ratirodd, 
and vo survey fora railroad line, and whon no 
railroad right existed. The lands te which theip

settiement rights attached were excepied trom 
the railroad grant by the explicit terms of the 
granting act, and they applied to make their 


entries at the euriiest time the law allowed. 

But it was beid t the Land-Oltlice «wat their 

settiement rights could not be recognizeac, an 
heir farms and the improvements of eiguteecn 
years went to the railrvads. 

The Land-Oftice not only nuliifies the laws of 
Congress, the decisions of the Supreme Court, 
but the orders of its bead, the Secretary of the 
Interior. The Secretary of the iaterior in 15:1, 
or prior thereto, instructed this olfice to direct 
the loeal land-oficers uot to withdraw any lands 
within railroad limits until after the public sur- 
veys had been extended over such lands. There 
ia no evidence that this order was ever revoked, 
but it appears to bave passed into oblivion. The 
great witbdrawais of upnsurveyed land for the 
uncompleted Pacitic railroads were mace in 
isiil and thereafter, notwithstanding the exist- 
ence of this order. 

Che principte of the judicial rule is therefore 
not upplied in the practice of the Land Depart- 
ment to railroad grants. ‘hese are for alter- 
nate sections designated usually by odd num- 
bers. Necossarily theré are no odd-nygmbered 
sections and no even-numbered sections and no 
sections at all until a survey has been made by 
which sections are defined. A settler on unsur- 
veyed land does not know whether his land will 
full within au odd or even numbered section, 
nor even whether it will be found to be withia 
the limits of a railroad grant or not. He basa 
right to settie anywhere ou land not granted, 
aud as under the rule of the Supreme Court in 
schoo'-grant cases the unsurveyed lands would 
not be subject to the grant, his settlement 
would be protected if upon survey it was found 
to fail within the granted sections, and the rail- 
roads would be entitied to receive other land in 
lieu of the land so lost to tbe grant. By failure to 
apply to railroad grauts the judicial rule above 
atuted, all settlers whose lands bave been found 
upon survey to be within railroad sections and 
where the settlement was made alter the pe riud 
when the railroad right would have attacned if 
the land had been surveyed have been denied 
the right to prove their claims under the settle- 
ment jaws of the United States, and their lands 
have been awarded to the railroads. The wit- 
ness deciared he did not find any Instancein 
which the quesdon appearsever to have been 
considered whether these settlers did not pos- 
sess rights mntitied to protection, but their 
claims bave, on the contrary, been summarily 
rejected, 

INDEMNITY MEANS WHATEVER THE RAIlL- 

ROADS WOULD LIKE TOC HAVE. 

Seftiera on unsurveyed jands within the in- 
demnity limits of railroad grants bave in like 
manner been ruled out of their homes and 
property when the survey bas brought them 
within the indemnity sections, although the 
ceurts find no right in a railroad company Co in- 
demnify selections until the right of sclection 
has been acquired and the selecuon made. 

Congress hag twice, in the act of 1854 and in 
that of 1876, attempted to reverse the ruling 
of the Land-Oflice giving to railroads land 
abandoned by farmers whose rghts of pre- 
emption or homestead bad accrued before the 
grant was made to the road, but the Land-Oftice 
hes steadily and consistentiy refused to recog- 
nize the authority ot Congress. Settiers on the 
Wahpeton and Sisseton Reservation, whuse 
rights accrued yy) the extinguishment of the 
Indian tite, had their farms conf cated at the 
instance of tue Northern Pacite. he decision 
in this case builed down amounts to this; That 
nm grant which in any event did ‘not 
operate until dofinit loeation did, in fact, 
operate eleven days befere: that a with- 
drawal that could not operate on anys 
lands not Bbubject to withdrawal at the time the 
withdrawal was made, nevertheless operated on 
lands that were not included in the withdrawal; 
that settiement rights acquired after land be- 
came public land were invalid because sueb 
rights could not bave been acguired before the 
land became public, and that a withdrawal that 
did not embrace the lands to which scttiement 
rigpts had attached prevented the attachment 
of such riebts. , 

The total number of settlers’ claims that have 
been determined unjustly, and tn contravention 
of these statutes, upon an erroneous calculation 
of the time of attachment of raliroad rights, 
must reach far into the thousands; and aitbouga 
this process has been going on" for more than 
thirty years it still continues, Cases being pend- 
ing at the present time (1582) in which a proper 
decision turns upon the date when the right of 
the raifroad company legally attached to the 
granted lands, and in ali these cases the uncer- 
tap aod premature date, accelerated by the 
Land-Ottice, and rot the act of governs 
in the adjudica:ion of the claims.

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where it has the power to do so, and where it 
would by such action restore farms to their 
owners. It was welisaid before the Senate Uom- 
mittee on Public Lands by one of the iaw offi- 
cers of the Land Olfiee: I do not understand 
that legisiation is necessary to revest in the 
United States a title that bus not been divested 
out of the United States. This is the case with 
allthe corporation and some of the other 
grants where the conditions precedent to 
the imvestiture of title or estate in the 
grantee bave not been complied with, I[t is aise 
the case in regard to the land within indemnity 
limits inevery class of crauat. in each one of 
the cases I bave mentioned, and in ali other 
cases of the sane character, all the indemuity 


withdrawais have, | think, been acts of the 
Executive Department without statutory au- 


thority. A withdrawal ordered by Congress can 
ouly be revoked by order of Congress. <A with- 
drawal made by the department without au- 
thority from Congress cun be unmade by the 
department without further autbority. 

‘he lands in such cases have not been restored 
tothe public domain. Why not, especiaily in 
case of indemnity withdrawal. and of other 
withdrawals, under abandoned grents, or grants 
that never became etlfective, or when construc- 
tion bas definitly eeased, | am unadie to sey. 

There is constant call for these lands by 
homestead and preémption seitiers.

SOLDIER KISKERN’S LAND. 

In this case a soldier's homestead entry bad 
been made on a tract of land in Minnesota, un- 
der the act of 1864 (Rt. &.. Sec. 2,291), Whiet per- 
mitted soidiers in actual service to mgke fthoir 
affidavits of jutention to claim the land before a 
commanding oflicer. Thousands of soldjers 
availed themselves of ‘this privilege, boping, 
perhaps,to retarn from the fieid and have a 
farm to go to, or in any event to proyide a home 
for family or parents. They did not always re- 
turn. Their families could not always move 
out on the wild land. So that in most 
instances the reauired residence and im- 
provement was wanting, and the entries 
were canceled in due course of time, While ex- 
the records, however, such entries 
operated to reserve the land under the general 
rules of law applicable to all homestead entries. 
The public knew no difference between these 
soldiers’ homestead entrics and homestead en- 
tries of any other class. Neither did the depart- 
ment unt! Then it was held, in the Knris- 
kern decisiou, that the soldier's entry in that 
particular case was prima facie invalid in its in- 
ception, and therefore that it did not operate to 
except the land from a railroad gvant. All the 
lands that bad been covered by these entries 
had been reéntered by other persons after 
the homestead entry had been canceled. The 
soidier’s entry was a bomestead claim, and 
homestead claims as well as rights Were ex- 
cepted from the grants. For fifteen years set- 
tiers had been educated by practice and prece- 
dent to believe that second entries madc after 
the cancellation of the first wou!d be respected. 
They knew that neither themselves nor others 
could legally goon the land until the former en- 
try had been adjudged invalid.

THEY DID NOY KNOW TIAT RAILROAD COM- 
PANIES HAD RIGHTS THAT CITIZENS DID 
NOT VUSSESS., 


Secretary Chandler had ruled ina printed de- 


cision iu this class of cases that they had not. 
But the settiers were undeceived by the decis- 
ion inthe Kniskern cage; and those to whom 
that decision applies lose their improved farms, 
whieh go to the railroad. 

In the application of the Kniskern decision by 
the Land Office it is made to practically govern 
awmuch larger class of cases than thatof the 
precise ove decided. In ali cases that haye 
arisen since this deeision was rendered, end in 
which the basia of the present seittier’s claim 
was the exception from the railroad grant of 
lands embraced ina former soldier's homestead: 
entry, t office has volunteered to order bear- 
ings for the benetit of the railroad companies, 
and has reenired the present setiier to atlirm- 
atively prove the validity of the former entry. 

SAMUEL H, BRATTON’S EVICTION. 

This evictive ruling of the Land Oftice is even 
extended to cases where no grant bas taken ¢t- 
fect. Samuei H. Bratton settied on land ip Cal- 
ifornia in ISTO. He coutinued s0 to reside and 
to piace valuable improvements on the land. He 
was qualified to make an entry under tae set- 
tlement laws, and he complied with al the re- 


his 
iis 


quirements in respect to residence, imvprove- 
inent, and cultivation. “The land wes unsur- 
veyed, Ip 1871, after Bratton’s settiement was 


established, the grant to the Pacific & Pexas 
Railroad Company was made. A Wap showing 
a preligiinary line, as it is called, Was soon after 
flied in the General Land Office, and a with- 
drawai of lands for a distunce of thirty miles or 
euch side of this inchoate Line was ordered for 
the benefit of the grant. 

Tpon the survey of the township em bracing 


Rratton’s gettiement, woich was in December, 
1880. bis land was found to be in au odd num- 
hered seotion within the’ limits of the witbh- 


drawal. 

Immediately upon the filing of 
piatin the local land office, Bration 
end made homestead entry of the land. A few 
months later he made final proof and received 
final certificate. The case was receutly reached 
in the General Land Otlice, when Mr. Brattan’s 
entry was declared illegal, Itwas ndmnitted that 
bia proofs were satisfactory, ang it was 
held that if he had tiled &

was fatal. The land belonged to the rakiroad 
coropany.

Firat—A controliing decision that the prelim- 
inary fiiing of the predinption deciaratory state- 
nent Was unnecessary. 

Second—That Bratton’s statement antedated 
both the grant and the withdrawal. 

Third—That the grant io the Texas & Pacific 
Ratiroad Cowpany expreesiv exvepted lands 
that were “occfipied”™ at date of delinit loca- 
rien. 

Fourth—That there has never been any defl- 
nit focation of the iine of this road. 

Fiftn—That po road had ever 
structed. 

Sixth—Tbat the time within which the road 
might have been legally located and constructed 
had expired, and there had been no renewal of 
the graot by Congress. 

WOW IRA HAWORTH’S FARM WAS CONFIS- 
CATED. ; 

On April 6, 1870, Jobn Crickmore filed pre?mp- 
tion declaratory statement No. 5,447 for a farm 
of 160 acres in Concordia, Kas., alleging settie- 
ment April 4, 1810. The land was witnin the in- 
demnity limits of the grant to the Saint Joseph 
& Denver City Railrond Company, but the in- 
dewmnity jands were not withdrawn until April 
16,1870, The road, according to the decision of 
the Supreme Court, bad no rights wbatever in 
the indemnity iands for some years to come. 
But, aside from that, as Crickmore setticd 
eleven days before the withdrawal, and tbhere- 
fore at the date of his settlement the land was 
public land, and his settiement was a legal ap- 
propriation of it. He alterwards removed from 
the land, and on Dee. 20, 1871, it was re@ntered 
py Jra Haworth under the homestead laws. 
Haworth’s entry was autborjzed by law, and the 
Ktegister and Receiver were at that time autbor- 


sired a 
was 


been con- 


ized by the rulings and decisions of the office to 
permit such entries to be made. On March 
4, 1573, Haworth's entry was beld 
for cancelation: for conflict with the 
rights of the railroad company. In this deci- 


sion it was stated under rulings similar to the 
“Gates” decision, to whieh I have referred, that, 
while Crickmore’s claim was vatid prior to the 
date of the withdrawal, and might have been 
perfected by himself, Haworth could gain no 
rights by virtue of such fact. On Sept. 6, 1873, 
this decision was affirmed by the Secretary on 
Haworth’s appeal. On April 21, 1516, Congress 
passed the act requiring the department to rec- 
agnize the validity of second entries where the 
first were valid prior to withdrawal, This was 
Havworth’s ease, as shown by the Commissioner's 
decision and by the record, There were a large 
number ot settiers in Haworth’s neighborbood 
whose ensesa were similar to his. The new3pa- 
paper cuttings Sled with the papers show that 
much public interest Dad attached to Haworth’s 
contest. and the intercession of Senators and 
Representatives from Kandas and the offices 
of the President had been solicited at 
various points throughout the controversy. The 
parties were all poor men, and had not been 
abie to employ legal assistance. Bat upen the 
passage of the act of i876 their hopes revived. 
By combining their means they em ployed an at- 
torney, and Haworth’s application for a rein- 
statement of bis entry came up in 1875 in proper 
form with full proof of the validity of Crick- 
more’s former claim and Haworth's own compli- 
ance with law. 

Up to this point the railroad company had not 
appvared. he contest had been carried on 
alone betweon the settler and the department. 
Now tho company came in,and by ita attorney 
resisted the reinstatement of Haworth’s entry. 

The question betore the oflice was whether 
Haworth’s cinim was confirmed by the proyi- 
sions of the second section of the act of April 21 
18%. If the prior pretmption claim was a valid 
claimr at the date of railroad withdrawal April 
Li, 1870, then Haworth’s claim was conlrmed by 
that act. The prior preémption elaim wae ad- 
mitted in: 1873 to have been valid at date of 
withdrawal, and no ncw state of facts had ap- 
peared in the case. Yet Haworth’s application 


which was prior to withdrawal, the right of the 
road had attached to the 
preém ption claim was illegal although existing 
at date of witbdrawal, therefore Ria- 
worth’s entry, based on this claim. could not be 
covulirmed, although the act of Congress declared 
that such entries should be contirmed. |. 

The authority cited the Interior Depart- 
ment to suliify an act of Congress was 4 pre-

+ overruled by 
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were allowed for appeal. Buton Mareh 21, 1579, 
before the time for eppeai bad expired, and 
probably before Haworth bad received notice of 
the decision, the land wus patented to the rail- 
road company. Alarge nuniber of cases have 
been decided in the same way, and the settiers 
compelied to puretiase of the railroad cors- 
panies invalia utiles to the tand to whieh they 
had aequired the right to receive valid titles 
from the United States by their settiements and 
compliance with law. A very large number of 
other cases of the same Character are still 
pending. 

RAILROAD RIGHTS ANTE-NATAL—SETTLERS’ 

LiGuTsS POST-MORTEM. 

The terms of the Northern Pacific granting 
act comprehended -s grant ef twenty miles on 
each side of the Constructed road in States, and 
forty miica ta Territories. Nobody misunder- 


stood either tre jliey or the inteuon 
ot the Jaw. Tt bad become established by 
iewisiative precedent. A preliminary loca- 


tion of the general route of the western portion 
of this road was designated atong the northerna 
bank of the Columbia River. The withdrawais 


muGae ith 1B.U were of forty miles grantec limits 
on the Washiwgton ‘Territory side of the 
lime and twenty mites aeross the river 


ou the Ore@ou side. Two years later an adci- 
tional witbdrawnl was made for twenty iniles 
more in Oregon, making forty miles in all, 
granted limits, so called, in the State of Oregon. 
‘this additionnul! withdrawal was made ona ver- 
vul construction ef the law, which was in the 
leanguage customary to ali granting ncts where 
n distinetion is made between the amount of 
lund granted in States and the amount eranted 
in Yerritories. Aa the line of the road on the 
Columbia River passed through a Territory it 
was held that the @raotin the State should bs 
regarded as equal in quantity to tye grant in the 
Territory. Tbe additonal withdrawal was made 


in 72, and this withdrawal was. heid to 
have attached in Ii. The claims 
of settiers who hetween tue years 


1870 and 1872 went ou odd-numbered sections of 
public landcs within a A@istance of twepty miles 
beyond the limits of the withdrawal of 1570 have 
been rejected in tnis oifiee for the last ten years 
om the ground that a reservation created io leis 
took effect two gears before itt was made. These 
men beve been oblired to look io the railroad 
company for prospective titles to thetr settie- 
ments, 16 bave all subsequent settiers on Chose 
lands, although it js not claimed that any right 
of the company bas ever attached to any lancs 
in the State of Oregon, even within the limits of 
the withdrawal of 1870, since the line of the 
ovriginaily-projected reute along the course of 
the , Ceuraaee River never became detinitly 
fixed. 

A withdrawal of lands was made ta 1862 tor the 
Leavenworth, Pawnee & Western Ruiiroad Com- 
pany of Kunsas. 

sqnovince in the granting act (12 Stat,, p. 494, 
Se®@ 12) required an acceptance of the act by the 
company, under seal, to be fiedin the Interior 
Department. This must have been done before 
the act couid become operative, it was a con- 
dition precedent to the taking effect of the act. 
it was not done. A mapet location was aiso to 
be fied. An old Territorial map, with pencil- 
lines arawn through it, was deposited before any 
survey of the line had been made or other net 
performed to indicate un actual and rezponsible 


al 


seiection of the line of route, Je 
der  tbis atate of tacts the vith- 
drawal meutioncd was made. Nothing 
giere was ever doue by this eompany, which 


onsetructed no road, and did not detinitly locate 
ay jine, and whose actual corporate existerpce 
jiaamatter of some doubt. Im 1665 (14 wtat., 79) 
the Union Pacitie Ratitoad Company, Easter: 
Division, whieb had been autborized to construct 
this road, was required to designate the general 
route al the road and to Ble a map within a cer- 
tain date. The company 4.4 so, and a. uew witb- 
drawal of lands was made under the uct of L565. 
Thon ali questions affecting the status of the 
lands inuring to the grant were settled, not on 
the basis of the proper designadon of the iine of 
route uoder the act of 1866and the definitive with- 
drawal made under that act, but on the basis of 
tne premature end irregular withdrawal of 1862, 
made on aline that never existed, and under an 
act that did vot go into effect. The claims of ali 
settlers who setiled between 1862 and 1860 on 
lancs withdrawa iy 1862, where the lands alter- 
wards fell within the withdrawal of 1845. were 
rejected in favor of the company, whore rights 
were nut cecuired until 1466. Meanwhile, lands 
ia the alternate even-numbered sections, within 
tne liun:its of the old withdrawal, were he!id to 
have been ivereased in price to $2.50 per here, 
and were disposed of accordingly. These pro- 
evedings uffeected aud determiged the titles and 
price of lands for a brendtu of forty miles 
across the cntire length of tne State of Kansas. 


BLACKMAIL. 
FARMERS WITH TITLES BLED BY GREAT 
RAILROADS WITHOUT TITLES. 

Question by Senator Wiaine: 

Where lands are awarded to railroad compa- 
nies in the way you bave mentioned in your tes- 
timony do the eompanies receive money from 
the settiers for the sake of quieting the setticrs’ 
titles? Answer by J. W. Le Barnes, of the Land 
Ofice—Yes, sir; lL have heard of settiers paying 
as much as $30 an acre for land awarded to the 
railroads iu this way.

7PRAUDS BY WHICH RICH CAPITALISTS ARE” 


BUILDING UP VAST ESTATES. 

The railroad corporations are not the only 
depredators in the publie domain, though they 
are the principal ones. Ohiet BE. N. Howell, of 
the Public Lands Division vf the Land-Oilice, 
said before the Senate Land Committee: 

In the administration of. the Homestead law 
there is a great effort to defraud the Govern- 
ment aud stretch the law beyond its just limits, 
and also au effort under corporations to take up 
bomesteads. 2 

Muny enteies are made by persons who are 
emploved by rich capitatists to make entry and 
retend to settlaupoa tre public land, and whe 


mM 
failto comply with the law im the matter of aet- 


ual residence and improvements, but they bring 

witnesses up with what appears to be pluusidle 

proof. In this way men of capital have appro- 
priated large tracts of valuable land, thus de- 
feating the actual settlement of the country. 

Of course patents issue to the men who make 

the homestead entries, but as soon as they get 

patent or title they turn around and deed the 
land to the speculators who employed them, at 
the prearranged price.

THE GREAT RAILLROAD CORPORATIONS 
STEALING TIMBER FROM THE PUBLIC DO- 
MAIN. 

A. G. MeKinzie, Chief of the Timber Division 
of the Land-Office, testifiea before the Senate 
Committee on Public Lands that timber was 
stolen by the roads in New Mexico and Arizona 
and the Northern Pacific. In New Mexico they 
take the timber from one section of the country 
entirely to build different roads from that con- 
templated py the act. Theact says they can 
take timber to construct the rond from lands 
adjacent to the line of road, but they take 
timber from one particular line of road for 
the construction of other and aiiferent lines of 
road. The New Mexicoand Southern Pacilic take 
timber from that line of read and bas built the 
Fi Paso & Rie Grande, also the Rio Grande, 
Mexico & Pacifie, and all the timber used in 
constructing the Atlantic & Puecifie for 160 
miles, as near as We ean ascertain, has been 
taken from along the line of the New Mexico 
& Southern Pacific. There have been a great 
many complaints from settiers in Washington 


Territory ’ that the Northern Pacific takes

THE SUPREME COURT. 
OFFICIAL DECLARATION THAT IT HAS ONE 

LAW FOR THE RAILROAD AND ANOTHER 

FOR THE SETTLER. 

In submitting from the Committee on Public 
Lands the druft of a taw to compel the raliroads 
to pay taxes on their land grants Senator Van 
Wyck, of Nebraska, made a report giving an ac- 
count of the mannerin which recent decisions 
of the Supreme Court diseriminated against set- 
tlers and in favor of the corporations. There 
are 100,000,000 acres held by the land-grant 
roads, on which they evade the payment of any 
taxes by the device of surveyiug and seciccting 
land only as it is sold, piece by piece. This they 
are enablea to do by a decision of the Supreme 
Court that a railroad should not be taxed on its 
land until a patent had been isaued toit. The 
law forbids the issue of a patent until the cor- 
poration bas paid the cost of survey. But the 
Supreme Court holds that an individual can be 
taxed before a patent Bas been issued to him. 
There is one jaw for the corporation and another

The local money market was only moderately 
active yesterday., The currency orders were 
smaiier, and only a fair local inquiry for funds 
was reported at 6@8 per cent, the average being 
about 7: and some banks say the inside is for 
strictly cash collaterals onty. The stringency of 
the Eastern money markets is Said to have little 
or no effect bere. 

The Chicago bank clearings yesterday aggre- 
gated } $7,100,000, .being about $200,000 more than 
on Thursduy. 

Rastern exchange was quoted at 50c discount 
per $1,000 and rather firm. 

Foreign exchange was pepeeye dull at former 
quotations. 

The New York. stock market was dull and gen- 
erally weak yesterday; a conditien which was 
probably due to the unusual stringency there 
Brokers were reported to be disinclined even to 
execute orders, eitherto buy or to sell, fearing 
the risk of being caught in a tignt piace by a 
revulsion in the money market. Speculators 
there appear to be taking advantage of the 
recent heavy drain of goid to the West tocreate 
aa artificial stringeucy. Some well-informed 
parties expected that today's bauk statement 
will show a gain in the specie reserve, and some 
German gold is suid to be coming from Europe. 
The steamer Elbe was due yesterday with $25),- 
0) in specie. A White Star steamer its aiso 
about due with $500,000, and the Fulda saiied with 
about $200,000 on Tnureday. 

A New York dispatch says the strect is satis- 
fied that Folger will do nothing to relicve the 
money stringency, and that it must continuc at 
jeast a monta longer. The banks are unable to 
take care of paper, and merchants are appre- 
hensive, which leads the bears to sell freely in 
anticipation of more tatiures. 

in regard to this we may suy that- these an- 
ticipations of failure seem to apply chiefly to 
parties who are carrying whisky. The 
bunks are not anxious to lend money 
on that article just nov, tor weil- 
kcown reasons. Lut it is important 
Lo note that such failures wouid probably not be 
failures in the ordinary sense of the term. They 
would simply mean inability to go ahead uniter 
present conditiogs, but not ultitnate loss to the 
creditors, as the assets of about all the bouses 
in the trade are more than sullicient to meet all 
liabilities incase of a wind-up. It wouid be 
only waiting, and not loss. 

Denver earuings for the second week in March 
show an increase of $5,000.

higber. But the news of the previous day from 
the country brought out a storm of protests 
that the situation had been misrepresented, and 
this made the loca! crowd bearish, while there 
were some seiling orders on New York account.

[Constantinople Letter.|—Contrary to the 
old palace etiquet and Mohammedan usages, 
foreign Ambassadors and other important 
Christian personages received invitations to 
attend the wedding of the Sultan’s favorit 
daughter, which took placein the early part 
of iast week. Hitherto no information could 
be obtained of these interesting ceremonies, 
amd, although the outdoor general rejoic- 
ings have been on such a seale that the for- 
eign colony could not help knowing that 
something extraordinary was happening, 
the ceremony itself was a mystery to all 
strangers. The Se ee mae’ corps were as- 
tonished and delighted at the same time 
when some seven weeks ago they received 
their iivitations. They were extrewely origi- 
nal, being made of beaten silver instead of 
sole iette tate fay Tams Tecra 
and running thus: | " 


mention is made of the bridegroom, who, 
throughout the affair, plays second. fiddle, 
althourh in this case he isa gentieman of 
great promise. ‘The Circassian influence has 
never been so great at the palace as it is just 
now, the Sultan’s mother, or the “ Royal 
Mother,” as she is styled, being a Circassian, 
as are also his Majesty’s wives and the 
officials surrounding him. The bridegroom, 
llairy Bey, is of the same nacionality, being 
the son of a mountain chief, who fought 
bravely and nobly against the Russian invad- 
ers.

partner, as his wife, besides being beautiful, 
rich, and an imperial Princess, if also edu- 
cated, whieh is a rare occurrence in Turkey, 
even for a Princess of the royal blood. 

She, agai, on lier side, may not even have 
know the name of the nan she was about to 
join for life, the certainty being that she can 
never have seen him, but, being prepared for 
anv selection her father migut make, sire was 
willing to accept his decision, In this case, 
however. it has oozed out amongst palace 
oilicials that after the engagement was*otl- 
ciajly published and the day for the marriage 
fixed, a meeting was arranged between the 
betrothed by the good-natured * Khoyal 
Mother,” who allowed them to meet in secret 
at her palace at Ferri Keuy, and that imany 
letters were exchanged between them, with 
the old lady’s connivance, so that some little 
sentiment may have made this marriage 
happier than many similiar ceremonies. 

‘The Besiktash Palace, where the eeremony 
took place, is without exception the. hand- 
soimest modern structure of the sort in the 
world, itis built on the water’s edge, at tie 
entrance of the Bosphorus, and is of Mo- 
resgue style, the materials being variously 
colored marble. The exterior decorations 
consist of verses of the Koran chiseled into 
intricate patterns, each Ietter being worked 
in a different piece of marbie, the whole ap- 
pearing like a huge piece of embroidered 
drapery. ‘The guests, on their arrival, were 
conducted to one of the pavilions surround. 
ing the palace, where they were entertained 
for a short time by the Imperial Chamber- 
lains and other hich ofiicials. Here the \vis- 
itors were separated, the ladies having to go 
in one direction while the sentlemen went 
in another, While the new-comers were be- 
ing entertained in the pavilion mentioned 
above, one of the attendants called ous the 
names ot a family, and upon their followtug 
that official to the opposit door they were 
met by eunuchsin glittering uniforms, armed 
to the teeth, who luumediate!y took charge 
of the ladies, whom they conducted to the 
palace by one gate, while the gentlemen 
were met by the Chamberlains and aicdes-de- 
camp of the Sultan, who accompanied them 
to the palace by quite a different entrance, 

The female:guests were taken to the harem 
quarters of the palace.and the gentiemen to 
the selamlik or mate quarters. ‘The ladies 
were first conducted to an ante-cHamber 
where female musicians were playing Orient- 
al tunes, while ‘Turkish baliet-girls, without 
whom no harem is complete, were dancing 
those gracetul minuets for which they are so 
famed, and which we see depicted in almost 
every Eastern picture, Here refreshments 
of every deseription, LKuropean and Oriental, 
were served, ‘There was to be seen every- 
thing which the Parisian patisseur ever in- 
vented, while the native sweetmeats, sher- 
bets, bonbons, and the inevitable thimbleful 
of coffee were being patronized by the harems 
of the Pashas and Ministers of State, who 
were arriving in quick succession, attended 
by their personal eunuchs, 

When all the guests had arrived the foid- 
ing doors leading te the principal recepton- 
room of the harem, capable ot holding some 
2,00) persons, were thrown open, and a large 
number of female slaves dressed as soldiers 
made their appearance. Some represented 
the Albaniaus of the Sultan’s body-guard, 
others wore the uniforms of the Circassian 
mountaineers, others again appeared as 
zouaves, While others were clad in the flow- 
ing gowns of the desert Bedonins. ‘These 
beautiful slaves, who are in reality serving 
asort of apprenticeship in the harem pre- 
vious to becoming favorits themselves, acted 
as ushers and conducted the ladies to the 
great reception-hali, preceded by the female 
musicians and dancing girls. ‘This hall is of 
immense dimensions, the ceiling being ex- 
ceedingly hich and the windows large and 
numerous, While the floor is of polished oak, 
in the centre of which is a large marbie 
basin, with a fountain sending volumes of 
perfumed essences high into the air. 

Seated on a throne at one end of. the room 
was the “Royal Motner,” surrounded by 
eunuchs, female slaves, and other members 
of her son’s’ harein, and 
vited ladies advanced towards her she was 
introduced by the female ushers, who pro- 
claimed in a loud voice the nawe, tithe, etc., 
of the visitor, who, after paying her respects, 
was conducted to a seat on the long divans 
ranged against the -walls. covered with rich- 
lv-onbroidered silks. When all the ladies 

« seated, eunuchs walked round the hall, 
giving to each of the strangers a beautiful 
gold locket, having on one side the Sultan’s 
arms in pearls and on the other the Princess’ 
name in turquoises. ‘These were gifts from 
his Majesty to those who were to be wit- 
nesses of his daughter’s marriage. 

Ail eyes were now turned to a side-door 
through which presently appeared the bride’s 
procession. First came some fifty of the in- 
evitable eunnchs, then the female slaves, 
closely followed by the bride, supported hy 
her Cireassian mother, and surrounded by 
maidens of her own age, belonging to the 
best families of the Empire, strewing flowers 
on her path. All present arose to their feet 
except the Royal Mother, who received the 
Princess with great dignity, through which, 
however, could be seen the affection she 
bears her granddaughter. Jhe bride, being 
inthe harem, was unveiled. She wore 4 
tight-fitting cream-colored satin dress, with 
a train al least six yardsin length, trimmed 
with point d’Alencon and ermine, the whole 
being studded with diamond stars of immense 
value. Around her neck was a necklet of 
enormaus pearis, and on her head she wore 
adiadem similar to the one the Empress 
EKugénie used to wear on state oceasions. Her 
hair was hanging loose, her shoes matched 
her dress, and with the exception of jewelry 
her arms and hands were bare, gloves not 
being the fashion in Turkey. 

It has been estimated that the Princess has 
on her clothesand gemsof the value of three- 
quarters of a million of dollars, and no fairer 
maideu could have worn them. Princess 
Menuelxeh is tall and graceful, of fair com- 
plexion, with beautiful large black eyes, a 
well-shaped hand, and smal! feet, all pointed 
characteristics of the pure Circassian. 

The attending maidens now approached 
and threw a veil over their mistress, who 
traversed the room, disappearing by the op- 
pos entrance, leaving all her followers be- 

lind her except her mother and the eunuchs. 
The “ Royal Mother” then arose, and, fol- 
lowed by everybody present, rank taking 
preeedence, entered.a passage, at the end of 
which was a large round gallery. This gal- 
lery overlooked a circular hall of the selam- 

k, over which it was built, from 
here the ladies of the harem eould 
observe all that was going on below with- 
out Seing seen theniselves. In_ this Jarge 
hall, which is nothing less than the Saltan’s 
throne-room, Were all the male guests, talk- 
ing, moving about, smoking, and refreshing 
themselves. The view from the lery was 
maguificent. There were alithe Ministers of 
State, officers, Embassadors, Chamberlains, 
aids-de-camp, etc., ete., all in gala uniforms. 
Mixtng with these were the clergy in their 
beautiful white and yellow robes, red caps, 
and green turbans, and representatives from 
every country over which his Majesty rules, 
each delegate wearing his national costume.

The 
business of husband-snatching as it is car- 
ried on today hgs nothing melodramatic 
aboutit. Even conjugal treason has lost its 
old flavor of excitement and romance. Elope- 
ment isa lost art, betanse it has become a 
social superfluity. Divorceitself is regarded 
merely as an incident, and not always, to 
use Mr. Chamberlain’s expression, a hateful 
incident in a brace of careers. 

‘The condition ef the moral and social at- 
mosphere which these things indicate is pe- 
culiarly favorable to the growth and activity 
of the husband-snateher. The name by 
which she is known isa little exaggerated, 
and can only be applied to her in the same 
limited and purely. metaphorical sense as 
was that of body-snatcher to the late Dean 
Stanley.

Among the distinguished Frenci- 
men who visited Philadelphia was the Count 
de Tilly, a talented young nobleman, who 
made love to Miss Bingham and persuaded 
her to elope with him. Mr. Bingham, a very

Great 
indignation was expressed and Capt. Berry, 
who cominanded a packet ship, gave the 
Count asevere thrashing. it was soon evi- 
dent that all he cared for was the girl’s 
money, and having entered into negotiations 
by which he received $25,000 in cash and an 
annuity of 83,000a year more he left for 
France, and the marriage was declared 
fraudulent.
